SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, March 9,—The race 
war situation early this evening was con- 
sidered by the authorities to be more 
threatening than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the present race troubles.

Mayor Bowlus has consented not only to 
close the remaining negro hotels and lodg- 
ing houses which are under the ban of the 
mob, but has ordered the proprietors to 
move out all the intoxicating drinks.

ing. The robbers were probably frightened 
away by the stoutness of the old man’s 
resistance.

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REFEREE DECIDES THAT 
DODGE RECEIVED NOTICE 


Report of W.G.Davies Would Re- 
establish Mrs. Morse. 


FIRST DIVORCE WAS LEGAL 


| Criminal Proceedings Not to be Dropped, 


but Civil Actions Now Are at 
a Standstill. 


It was decided yesterday by Referee 
William G, Davies that Mrs. Charles F. 
Dedge was properly divorced *from Dodge 
when she became the wife of Charles W. 
Morse. In his report to the Supreme Court 
the referee says that he found the ground 


upon which Dodge secured the annulment 
of the divorce—that he had not been served 
and had not authorized an attorney to ap- 
pear for and defend him in the action—to 
be untenable, proof having, been adduced 
to the contrary. 

It is likely that this report will be con- 
firmed by the court; that the result will 
be the remarriage of Mrs. Dodge and Mr. 
Morse, and that this will end the Dodge- 
Morse affair so far as the civil end of it 
is concerned. 

The investigation into the suspected crim- 
inality on the part of some one connected 
with the case will continue, however. The 
Grand Jury will look further into the mat- 
ter, and it will examine Mr. Morse again. 
He was served with another subpoena yes- 
terday, but will not be called until May 1. 
By that time, it is expected, Dodge will be 
returned to New York. He is now in Texas 
avaiting a decision of the Federal court 
there on the question of his extradition. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Morse will not be ex- 

amined before May 1, it was agreed yester- 
cay that there should be no objection to 
his going away from the jurisdiction of this 
ccurt, provided he should return by May 1. 
It is understood that he will leave this 
city early next week for a visit in South- 
ern California and Mexico. 

Referee Davies, in his report, says that 
the letters of Charles F. Dodge to M. S. 
Ruger telling of his knowledge of the di- 
vorce case appear absolutely convincing. 

*“I do not attach much importance to the 
reluctance of Mrs. Dodge to identify the 
handwriting in letters which were so im- 
portant to her,’’ continues the referee, ‘‘ nor 
do I attach much weight to the alleged 
suggestion of these letters by Mr. Sweet- 
ser, the attorney for the plaintiff. His ex- 
pressed desire to comply with the rules or 
the court and avoid the publicity of a public 
trial seems to me a plausible and reasona- 
ble explanation of his action. Taking this 
view of the case, it is unnecessary for me 
to express my opigion upon the other points 
raised in the testimony.’’ 

Therefore the report concludes and re- 
ports to the court that Dodge was properly 
served and-that he authorized Mr. Ruger to 
appear for him in the divorce action. Upon 
this Samuel Untermyer,.

JEROME NAMES A VANDERBILT. 


Says There Is No Excuse for Amending 
the Anti-Gambling Bill.

ALBANY, March 9.—District Attorney 
Jerome did not hesitate to express to-day 
his chagrin over the action of the Senate 
Codes Committee in amending the Dowl- 
ing Anti-Gambling bill so as to prevent the 
reindictment of Richard Canfield for an 
offense heretofore committed. 

“The excuse given for amending the bill 
so as to postpone its becoming operative 
until Sept. 1," said Mr. Jerome, “is not 
valid.. It is said that when persons have 
gone into a gambling house heretofore they 
did so with the assurance that they could 
not be compelled to testify, and the claim 
is made that it would be unfair to them to 
enact legislation which would enable the 
District Attorney to bring them into court. 

“The men who went into Canfield’s house 
to gamble and whom I was anxious to se- 
cure as witnesses did not go into that es- 
tablishment with any such assurance unless 
they were mind readers and knew that the 
Court of Appeals would hand down a de- 
cision overturning what had been the law 
in this State for eighty years. 

“If I could have put young Reginald 
Vanderbilt on the stand, there is no doubt 
that I could have convicted Canfield, but 
without his testimony and the testimony of 
Lewisohn the case against Canfield fails. 

“If Canfield knew that we could get the

BIG TUNNEL AWARD RUMOR. 


Pennsylvania Road Denies Wall Street 
Assertion of Contract Let. 


Despite a denial in the Philadelphia office 
of the President of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, it was declared in Wall Street yester- 
day that a large share of the work of con- 
structing the Pennsylvania tunnel terminals 
had been secured by the O’Rourke Engi- 
neering Construction Company, which has 
offices at 26 Nassau Street. The contract 
is understood to be worth from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000. 

At the offices of the construction com- 
pany the officials declined to discuss the 
report, saying that all information must 
come from Philadelphia. Alfred Noble, 
chief engineer in charge of the Pennsyl- 
vania’s terminal construction, after a con- 
ference with Charles M. Jacobs, author of 
the tunnel scheme, so far as the enginecr- 
ing features are concerned, declared that 
he could say nothing, and that all infor- 
mation must be had in Philadelphia. 

Independent sources, however, asserted 
that the O’Rourke Engineering Construc- 
tion Company had secured a large share of 
the work, and that this was understood to 
be the North River end of the tunnel, This 
assertion created some surprise, as the bids 
Were opened weeks ago, and the fact that 
no award was made had been taken to 
mean that the bids had been unsatisfactory. 
The bids, it is said, in every instance con- 
tained a provision that the contractors 
should not be liable for delay on account 
of strikes. This provision was contrary to 
the terms of the invitations to submit bids, 
which stated that the contractors should 
be lable for’delay by strikes, and that 
unless they finished in time they should be 
held in penalties for a large sum.

Some Members Inclined to Believe the 
Story—lIliness a Result of the 
Cab Accident in 1902 ?

LONDON, March ¥.—Considerable anx- 
lety regarding Mr. Chamberlain’s condi- 
tion is being manifested on account of 
the circulation of reports among mem- 
bers of the House of Commons that he is 
suffering from an incurable mental af- 
fliction. 

It was whispered about to-day that Mr. 
Chamberlain was in the incipient stages 
of softening of the brain. 

Where this report originated could not 
be learned, nor was it possible to obtain 
information either confirming the report 
or destructive of it. 

The report finds little credence dmong 
the friends of Mr. Chamberlain, although 
they age disturbed by it. 

Those opposed to Mr. Chamberlain’s 
fiscal policy seem more ready to regard 
the report as within the realms of_prob- 
ability. Some said to-day that if it were 
true it would explain why the ex-Colo- 
nial Secretary went off to Egypt right in 
the middle of his fight, leaving his tariff 
reform campaign practically without a 
head. 

The suggestion is heard that Mr. 
Chamberlain’s present condition is prob- 
ably a sequel to the cab accident in which 
he was seriously injured in the corona- 
tion year. 


Mr. Chamberlain was severely cut about 
the head on the afternoon of July 7, 1902, 
as a result of a cab accident in Whitehall, 
London. His cab was passing beneath the 
Canadian Coronation Arch when the horse 
slipped and Mr. Chamberlain was thrown 
forward with great violence. His head 
struck and shattered the glass front of the 
cab, and when aid arrived the wound was 
bleeding profusely. 

A policeman helped Mr. Chamberlain into 
another cab and he was taken to the Char- 
ing Cross Hospital. There he was found 
to have been injured to an extent which 
necessitated his remaining in the hospital 
for several days. The gash in his forehead 
was three inches long and penetrated to the 
bene. Pieces of broken glass were found 
imbedded in the wound. There was also a 
slight cut under the left eye. 

‘It was some weeks before Mr. Chamber- 
lain returned to his duties. 

Mr. Chamberlain recently suffered from 
a@ severe attack of gout, but his recovery 
was said to be complete. At the time of 
his illness his. advanced age—he was born 
in 1836—was frequently alluded to, and the 
supporters.of his,fiscal policy declared their 
belief that it would eventually be adopted 
by the country, if its author lived. 

It was at Birmingham that Mr. Caine 
lain made his first reputation. He was 
three times Mayor of that town, and be- 
came known throughout the country for his 
radical views. He even at one time openly 
advocated a republic in place of the British 
monarchy. 

Birmingham returned him to Parliament 
in 1876, and he almost immediately made his 
mark in the House of Commons. His first 
Cabinet position was as President of the 
Board of Trade, from 1880 to 1885. In 1886 
Mr. Gladstone made him President of the 
local Government Board, but in a few 
months the great split in the Liberal Party 
followed the introduction of Gladstone's 
Home Rule bill, and Mr. Chamberlain threw 
in his lot with Lord Hartington and the 
other Liberal Unionists. 

When Lord Hartington became Duke of 
Devonshire, Mr. Chamberlain became the 
leader of the Liberal Unionists in the 
House of Commons, and on the formation 
of the coalition Ministry in 1895 he took 
office under Lord Salisbury as Colonial 
Secretary. In that position he made a 
record which, in the general view, had 
not been approached by any previous Co- 
lonial ‘Minister, and he practically raised 
the office to the position of importance 
in the Cabinet next to the Premiership. 

The introduction by Mr. Chamberlain of 
his scheme of fiscal reform, with its con- 
sequegges on contemporary British politics, 
was followed after a brief interval by his 
resignation from the Cabinet, though this 
did not involve any dispute with Premier 
Balfour. 

Mr. Chamberlain, soon after the present 
session of Parliament began, started for 
Egypt in order, it was said, to take a com- 
plete rest. He was accompanied by his wife, 
who was Miss Mary Endicott, daughter of 
tne late Judge Endicott, Secretary of War 
in President Cleveland’s first Administra- 


tion. 


DID NOT FIND BARBARIANS. 


William Butler Yeats, Leaving America,

America said that his visit to this 
country had been very delightful and 
educating. He said that Europe did not 
understand this country or’ its people, and 
that he was astonished that, instead of 
finding a semi-barbaric people outside of 
the large cities, in most cases they were 
highly cultured. 

“Your country is very far advanced, and 
it is a congenial place, but I would not 
eare to live here for any length of time. 
London is my favorite spot, and there are 
gathered all those whom I care to meet. 

“I cannot speak too highly of the treat- 
ment I have received here. Everybody has 
been very kind to me, and I have been 
treated fairly by the press. The country 
itself has impressed me as one with a great 
future. Just as in your buildings, you have 
gone higher than have other people, so I 
think your country at large will be built

Henry Anderson, a bride, was drowned at 
Walden Tuesday while viewing an immense 
ice gorge which had formed in the Walkill 
River. She and her husband stood on a 
bluff twenty feet above the raging waters, 
when her foot slipped and she fell over the 
bank, still ¢linging to her husband. 

The latter fell but grasped the limb of 
a tree. His wife’s grasp loosened and she 
fell into the river and disappeared. Parties 
searched the river banks all night for the 
body, but in vain. 


SENATOR TILLMAN WILL. 


An Abscess in His Throat—Operation 
to be Performed To-day. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Senator Till- 
man of South Carolina is ill with throat 
trouble. 

A thorough examination was made of the 
Senator’s throat to-day, and disclosed the 
fact that an abscess had formed on the 
left tonsil. It is said to be a very small 
one, and the physicians believe it can be 
relieved without great difficulty. 

An operation will be performed to-morrow 
morning. After that several days of com- 
plete rest will be necessary, and then the 
physicians hope the throat again will be 
in its normal condition. 

The statement was made at the Sena- 
tor’s house to-night that his condition was 
not dangerous, and that he had only a 
very slight fever. It is said, however, that 
it is impossible for him to swallow, and 
that a little liquid nourishment is all he 


can take. 


ALIVE WITH STICK IN WITH STICK IN BRAIN. 


Surgeons May Save Life of Man Who 
Fell Four Stories. 


A fragment of yellow pine lumber, nearly 
three inches long and three-quarters of an 
inch thick, was removed last evening by the 
surgeons of Gouverneur Hospital from the 
skull of Abraham Elum, a roofer. A sec- 
tion of the bone an inch and a half sqyare 
was removed, and Dr. Batchelder says’ the 
patient has a fair chance of recovery, A 
portion of the brain substance had been. 
forced out through the fracture before the 
operation, the surgeon said, and more of 
this was lost in the trephining, but if Elum 
recovers it is likely that he may not miss 
E much, 

Elum received the injury early yesterday 
afternoon in falling from the roof of a 
four-story building at 241 Division Street, 
where he was working. He struck his head 
on the edge of an empty packing box stand- 
ing on the sidewalk, and a jagged frag- 
ment was driven like a wedge into the part 
of his skull directly back of the left eye. 


BRITISH SH MINISTRY'S ESCAPE. 


Commons Rejects a Motion of Censure 
by a Narrow Majority. 


LONDON, March 9.—In the House of 
Commons to-night Capt. Duncan V. Pirie, 
(Liberal,) after calling attention to the 
public utterances’ of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Austen Chamberlain and other 
members of the Government on the fiscal 
question, moved: 

That this House, noting the continued agita- 
tion in favor of protective or preferential 
tariffs, which is encouraged by the language 
used by certatin of his Majesty’s Ministers, 
deems it necessary to express its condemnation 
of any such policy. 

Mr. Pirie’s motion was debated for three 
hours. Herbert H. Asquith, the principal 
Opposition speaker, drew from Premier 
Balfour the admission that he had with- 
drawn the memorandum presented to the 
Cabinet advocating preferential tariffs and 
a tax on food. 

The Premier repeated his statement that 


a general election must precede any funda- 
mental change in the fiscal policy. 

The motion was rejected by 289 votes to 
243, and loud Opposition cheers greeted the 
reduction in the Government majority. A 
number of free-food Unionists supported 
Mr. Pirie, and some protectionists abstained 


from voting. 


LIVED TOGETHER SPEECHLESS. 


Nash Rockwood Gets a Divorce 
from New York Lawyer.

ACROSS YALU RIVER 


Various Reports That The 
Have Outflanked the Russians, 


NATIVES HEAR OF BATTLES, 


Japanese Said to Have Routed Their. 
Foes—Russians Concentrated 
on Line of Railroad, 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Advices by, 
cable from Che-Foo, opposite Port Arthur, 
have been received by the State Depart- 
ment to the effect that Japanese jiand 
forces have appeared at Feng-Wang-Cheng 
and at Ta-shan. No details are furnished. 

The first-named place is about forty-five 
miles north of An-tung, in Manchuria, and 
the latter is a few miles inland from the 
mouth of the Yalu River, according to the 
calculations of the naval officers here, They 
believe that this movement has placed the 
Japanese on the Russian flank, and per- 
haps in the year, and on their line of com- 
munfcation. 

The Japanese forces were probably land- 
ed from transports at some point west of 
the Yalu River. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—News from Washing- 
ton of the appearance of Japanese forces 
at Feng-Wang-Cheng, about forty-five 
miles northwest of An-tung, in Manchuria, 
and Ta-shan, a few miles inland from the 
mouth of the Yalu River, is regarded as . 
most important. 

According to the Tien-Tsin correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph, the Japanese ad- 
vanced from the Yalu River, captured 
Feng-Wang-Cheng, and drove out the Rus- 
sians in the vicinity to the Ta-Ku-Ling 


Eastern Pass, and are in force seventy 
miles east of Niu-Chwang. The Russians, 
with 35,000 men, are intrenched strongly at 
Liao-Yang and Hai-Cheng, where fighting 
is imminent. Some small engagements al- 
ready have been fought, the Russians re- 
tiring with losses. 

This correspondent says further that the 
Japanese are using the same tactica and 
advancing along the same route they fol- 
lowed during the Chinese war. 

Tie Yin-Kow correspondent of the Paris 
edition of The “New York Herald -also 
vaguely reports the Japanese to be fifty 
miles nofthwest of An-tung, and well to 
the westward of the Yalu River. 

This is the only news on this subject yet 
received in London, and to some of the 
military critics it is inconceivable that Ja- 
pan really can have executed such a sud- 
den, unexpected, and successful turning of, 
the Russian position on the Yalu River. 

It is thought such a movement would 
have necessitated the employment of @ 
much larger force than Japan could possi- 
bly have at this point. 

The families of Russian officials have de- 
parted. 

The Daily Telegraph, commenting on the 
repert, says that if the news of this strange 
and marvelous collapse of Russian power 
on land is true, there is nothing to prevent 
the Japanese from seizing Mukden end the 
railroad, 

There has been nothing to compare with 
this move, the paper continues, since Na- 
poleon staggered Europe by appearing in 
the plains of Italy, having descended from 
the Alps as from the clouds. Its effect 
throughout the East will be stupendous. 

Other newspapers prefer to wait for 
authoritative details before accepting this 


news, 


YIN-KOW, March 10.—Tension among Te 
Russians continues.

ENTHUSIASM AT VLADIVOSTOK. 


Message from the Czar Congratulates 
the Defenders of the City. 


VLADIVOSTOK, March 9.—The Czar, in 
@ message congratulating the defenders of 
Vladivostok, expressed his conviction that 
they would all make a rampart of their 
bodies to protect Russia's stronghold 
against the attacks of the enemy, 

The inhabitants celebrated the receipt of 
the message last night with general re- 
joicings, processions along the _ streets, 
bands playing patriotic airs, and the people, 
including the officers, singing the national 
anthem. 

A crowd assembled in front of the Com- 
mandant’s residence, and he came out and 
read the text of the Emperor's message 
amid a storm of cheering. 

To the message of the Czar the Com- 
mandant added: 

“In bringing to your knowledge the pre- 
clous words of the Czar I wish to express 
my heartfelt gratitude for the good order 
and tranquillity you have maintained, and 
for the readiness shown by you in fulfilling 
the onerous duties imposed by warfare. 
Not only have you uncomplainingly com- 
plied with all the requirements of law, but 
you have done more, 

“From your wives, sisters, and daughters 
there have come 150 Sisters of Mercy, and 
many of you have joined the foot and 
mounted corps raised by the town. 

“ Whatever forces the jnsolent foe may 
bring against the town and the fortress, 
we will be found faithful and true servants 
of our father, the Czar. Before the eyes 
of all Russia, and even before the whole 
world, we will ever be ready to bare our 
breasts !f the defense of the stronghold vn 
the shores of the Pacific which has been 
intrusted to our care. 

* Long life to our great sovereign and to 
great Russia! Hurrah!”’

TOKIO, March 9,—There are persistent 
rumors that the bombardment of Port 
Arthur was resumed yesterday, but no 
official news has been received. 


NIU-CHWANG, March 9.—The Con- 
Suls officially advis2 foreign families to 
leave Niu-Chwang. 

The Russians apparently now intend 
to defend this city. Reinforcements are 
arriving, and four pieces of siege artil- 
lery were placed on the fort to-day. 

The British sloop-of-war Espiégle will 
leave as soon as possible, and no other 
British ship will be sent to take her 
place. 


MOSCOW, March 9.—Admiral Maka- 
roff arrived at Port Arthur yesterday 
end hoisted his flag as Commander in 
Chief on the cruiser Askold. 

An agency telegram dated Port Ar- 
thur yesterday says the battleship Ret- 
vizan has entered the inner roadstead 
and has been berthed near the Czare- 
vitch. It ig added that the hole in the 
hull of the Retvizan has been success- 
fully stopped, engendering the hope that 
the battleship will soon be completely 
repaired.

TOKIO, March 9%.—Japanese warships 
bombarded the forts at Ta-lien-Wan (Dal- 
ny) last night and then attacked Port Ar- 
thur. 

It is believed here that there has already 
been a decisive naval engagement in the 
vicinity of Viadivostok, and tidings of it 
are anxiously awaited. 

The Japanese fleet did not, it is said, go 
to Vladivostok for the purpose of bombard- 
ing the town, but to locate and attack the 
armored cruisers Gromboi, Rossia, and 
Rurik and the cruiser Bogatyr, the Rus- 
sian fleet stationed there. 

It is understood here that when the 
Japanese fleet arrived there on Sunday last 
it found the Russian squadron absent. If 
this is true it gave the Japanese squadron 
advantages in the way of avoiding the in- 
shore batteries, at the same time putting 
it in a position to prevent the Russian 
ships re-entering the harbor. 

It is doubted that the Japanese with- 
drew their entire squadron unless the loca- 
tion of the enemy had been discovered, as 
it meant surrendering the advantage of be- 
ing in a position between the enemy and 
the enemy’s base. 

There is a strong possibility that the Jap- 
anese found the Russian ships in the vicin- 
ity of Possiet Bay and gave them battle 
there. The names and number of the ships 
in the Japanese squadron have been kept 
secret, but it wag sufficiently strong to sep- 
arate into two divisions, the one to guard 
Viadivostok and the other to cruise in 
search of the Russian ships. It is said that 
the newly purchased cruisers Nisshin and 
Kasuga are taking part in the present 
movement off Viadivostok. 

The Navy Department expects soon to 
receive dispatches to-morrow from Gen- 
san, where it was planned that the fleet 
should call after the operation involving 
an attack upon the Russian squadron had 
been concluded. 

The Japanese are quite ‘confident in the 
ability of their squadron sienally to de- 
feat the Russian ships, and laughingly 
say that the dig Russian cruisers, which 
stand unusually high out of the water, 
make excellent targets. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 9.—The Asso- 
ciated Press has received direct advices 
from Viadivostok, timed 5 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. : 

They do not mention a naval engagement. 

LONDON, March 10.—No further news 
has reached London of the reported fight- 
ing at Port Arthur or of the fate of the 
Russian Viadivostok squadron. 

Up to a late hour last night the Japanese 
Legation here had heard nothing of these 
reported occurrences, but it is considered 
significant that none of the Russian offi- 
cial dispatches makes any mention of the 
Viadivostok cruisers.

FLOOQD’S LOSS IN MILLIONS. 


Two Thousand Families Homeless in 
Pennsylvania from Raging Rivers. 


WILKESBARRE, Pehn., March 9.—The 
north branch of the Susquehanna River is 
a vast lake, sweeping in its path whatever 
there is to invade, and the scene is even 
more terrifying than on Tuesday. iIn- 
dustries al} alohg the stream from Pittston 
to Nanticoke are closed down on account 
of the high water, and in many places 
water is flowing into the mines. 

At Plymouth the entire business section 
of the town is under water. The ice is 
gorged there, and the water backed up so 
rapidly this afternoon that many families 
found it impossible to leave their hon, 
and are now living on the upper floors. 

Over a million dollars’ worth of property 
has been destroyed in the Wyoming Valley, 
and over 2,000 families are rendered home- 
less. 

The Pennsylvania railroad bridge over 
Catawissa Creek went out this afternoon, 
taking with it four large steel cars. The 


Pennsylvania company fears the bridge will 
sweep away its bridges at Northumberland 
and Sunbury, and has secured permission 
to burn the structure. The water works at 
Danville are under water, and the city is 
without electric light and gas. 

At Nescopeck thirty families were flood- 
ed out and the water is now on Second 


Street. 

At 10 o’clock to-night a ay wed comes 
from Sayre, Penn., that the ice broke there 
at 8 o'clock and that a ninety-six-mile 
gorge was on its way down the stream. 


PATERSON AGAIN THREATENED. 


Water Rises Until 7 o’Clock, When It

is ready, when the time is opportune, to 
take the initiative and urge annexation. 

He has full confidence that when the 
question of annexation is fairly before the 
country he can rely on a majority in the 
Senate and House for it.

“Editor Dunham Pledges Him the Whole 
County When He Runs for 
President. 


Sons of Oneida 200 strong gathered in 
the Astor Gallery at the Waldorf-Astoria 
last night for the seventh time in the his- 
tory of their society to eat, drink, make 
merry, and hold discourse together on the 
greatness of their home county and how 
badly off this city and the country as a 
whole would be without the men of Oneida. 
Ex-Secretary of War Elihu Root, who was 
elected President to succeed Justice Truax, 
for six years Chief of the organization, 
presided. ; 

Supreme Court Justice Scott, the first 
speaker, talked of “Why We Dine.” Of 
Mr. Root he said: ‘‘ Your county has given 
many distinguished men to the country, but 
none will be placed higher on its roll of 
honor than Elihu Root. He has reorgan- 
ized the army and put our fighting forces 
on a basis where in the next war we will 
not be in the heart-breaking position we 
found ourselves at .the beginning of the 
last."’ 

George E. Dunham, editor of The Utica 
Press, was introduced to talk about ‘‘ Oneida 
County Politics.’’ 

“T have never been in a position to run 
for office,’’ said Mr. Dunham, “ but on the 
fence, from which it is a very good place to 
see the procession pass. Oneida’s crop of 
potatoes is surpassed only by her crop of 
politicians, and the principal difference is 
in the market price and in the demand. 

“Tt is easier to follow the war news 
from the Far East than to follow the 
changes in the political situation in Oneida 
County. There is just one thing about 
which we are agreed. When Elihu Root 
runs for President of the United States he 
may consult the census list and set that 
down as his majority in Oneida County.” 

President Stryker of Hamilton College 
denounced the Mormon testimony heard by 
the Senate committee. Charles H. Duell 
and William Cary Sanger also spoke, and 
then Police Commissioner McAdoo was in- 
troduced to talk about ‘‘The New Coun- 
tryman and the Old Countryman in New 
York.”’

FRENCH OFFICER’S EXPEDITION. 


Officials Say ex-Captain’s Brazilian En- 
terprise Does Not Involve Filibustering. 


PARIS, March 9.—The attention of the 
Foreign Office has been called to the pro- 
ject of Adolphe Brezet, said to be an ex- 
Captain in the French Army, to organize 
an expedition to Cumani, North Brazil. 
The officials here do not attach seriousness 
to the project. They say it is not in any 
sense a _ fillibustering expedition, being 
merely an eccentric scheme to exploit a 
private commercial enterprise. 

Brezet recently wrote a letter claimin 
that the natives of Cumani had electe 
him to take charge of the territory, and 
thereupon the Brazilian Minister sent a 
note to the Foreign Office saying that the 
territory belonged to Brazil. The Foreign 
Office made inquiries on the subject, lead- 
ing to the conclusion that the projected 
expedition is not likely to be carried out, 
owing to the inability of Brezet to raise 
the necessary funds. 


PRIMATE OF CANADA DEAD. 


Most Rev. Robert Machray Was Sev- 
enty-three Years Old. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 9.—The 
Most Rev. Robert Machray, Episcopal 
Archbishop of Rupert's Land and Primate 
of all Canada, died here to-night. 

Archbishop Machray was seventy-three 
years old. He was ordained in 1855. From 
1862 to 1865 he was vicar of Wadingby; wm 


1865 he became Ramsden preacher at Cam- 
bricgge, and in 1888 special preacher. In 
1865 he was onpeatad Bishop of Rupert's 
Land, and in 189% was made Archbishop. 
In 1877 he was Cnantellor of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba. 

He had been prelate of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George since 1893.

One of the priests at the rectory of 
St. Teresa’s Church, Henry and Rutgers 
Streets, said last night that official notice 
of the appointment of Father Cusack as 
Auxiliary Bishop of the Archdiocese of New 
York had not yet arrived. The appoint- 
ment was unexpected, he stated, as it had 
been rumored gthat Mer. Mooney was to be 
made the assistant of the Archbishop. 

Father Cusack is Superior of the Apos- 
tolic Band, a missionary society. He is 
forty-two years old, was born in this city, 
and was educated at St. Francis Xavier's 
College. He was ordained a priest in 1885 
at the Troy Roman Catholic Seminary. He 
then became assistant pastor at St. Tere- 
sa’s, which position he held for ten years. 
He was then assigned to the rectorship of 
a church in Rosendale, N: Y. He gave up 
this parish to enter missionary work.

Mgr. Mooney is about fifty-five years 
old, and was also ordained from Troy Sem- 
inary.

GERMANY OPEN TO JESUITS. 


The Bundesrath Assents to the Bill 
Passed by the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, March 9.—The Bundesrath to- 
day assented to the bill, passed by the 
Reichstag, repealing the anti-Jesuit para- 
graph of the law of July 4, 1872, prohibit- 
ing Jesuits from settling in Germany. 

The decision of the Bundesrath destroys 
the last vestige of the late Prince Bis- 
marck’s war with the clergy, and gives 
Catholics an equal position with Protest- 
ants before the law. Strong political con- 
siderations have been at work, because the 
Government had to rely greatly on the Cen- 
ter Party. They passed the naval bills, 
and when the Reichstag and the Govern- 
ment were dead-locked over the tariff bill, 
& year ago, the leaders of the Center Party 
reached an understanding with the Gov- 
ernment to permit the Jesuits to return. 

The delay in the Bundesrath’s acting on 
the Reichstag resolution of last June was 
due to Protestant opposition in the smaller 


German States, which prevented the sov- 
ereigns of those States from instructing 
their representatives in the Bundesrath to 
agree to readmit the Jesuits. How the 
vote stood is not yet disclosed. 


Steamer Sunk; 50 Annamese Drowned. 

LONDON, March 9.—A dispatch from 
Paris announces that the French steamer 
Cambodge (of 2,355 tons, which left Ran- 
goon. Feb, 17 for Cochin-China and Euro- 
pean ports) has been wrecked in a. storm 
off the coast of Cochin-China. The Cam- 


bodge carried 100 passengers, mostly An- 
namese, About fifty of them were 
drowned. 


HAS PISTOLS AND PNEUMONIA. 


Murderer Escapes with Both and a 
Posse Pursues. 


ST, JOSEPH, Mo., March 9.—Mark Dunn, 
the. murderer who was sentenced to be 
hanged here Friday, and who escaped Mon.

MURPHY TURNS DOWN 
OVERTURES FROM HILL 


Ex-Senator Tries to End Opposi- 


tion to Judge Parker. 


THE PRIMARY FIGHT NOW ON 


Offer to Let Tammany Name State 
Ticket Backed by Threat of Grout 


for Governor. 


Seeking to end all Tammany opposition 
to the candidacv of Judge Parker for the 
Presidency, friends of ex-Senator Hill and 
of Judge Parker are making overtures to 
Charles F. Murphy. Within the last forty- 
eight hours Mr. Murphy has been asked 
to co-operate with the Hill-McCarren forces 
for Parker. The Hill people offered in re- 
turn to let Tammany ndme the candidate 
for Governor this Fall, especially if Tam- 
many’s choice should be Mayor McClellan. 

It is the hope of the Hill-Parker people 
that they may persuade Mr. Murphy to 
drop his opposition prior to the holding of 
the early State Convention on April 18, but 
if he fights them in the convention they de- 
clare they will not permit Tammany to 
mame any candidate on the State ticket 
this Fall, and will run Controller Grout for 
Governor. 

From 2 source close to Mr. Murphy, who 
left yesterday to spend a week at Atlantic 
City, it was learned last night that he not 
only has refused to enter into negotiations, 
but that he is determined to.use all his 
power at the coming primaries to have 
anti-instruction delegates elected in all the 
boroughs of Greater New York and in sev- 
eral of the up-State counties. Should the 
primaries show the majority of the conven- 
tion in favor of instructing, then overtures 
might be considered. 

Mr. Murphy’s trip to Atlantic City is to 
place him in a better position to handle 
what is before him than here, where he 
might be bothered with a thousand and 
one details concerning the management of 
the -organization. Conferences at Atlantic 
City were arranged before he left town, and 
it may be definitely stated that the work 
before Mr. Murphy includes the election es- 
pecially of anti-instruction delegates in 
every possible Assembly district in Kings 
County, where McCarren, of course, will 


seek Parker delegates, “Erie County will 
be another battleground. 

While the Parker men profess to be con- 
fident that they will succeed in nominating 
their candidate for President, they say 
freely that if such an event cannot be ac- 
ecmplished, and if Hill controls the Fall 
convention, they will name the Judge for 
Governor this Fall and thus demonstrate 
the Hill influence as dominant. 

“The eyes of Democrats from all sec- 
tions are on this State,”’ said Controller 
Grout yesterday, ‘“‘ and if New York wishes 
to maintain this leadership it is necessary 
to declare in favor of some candidate, 
not to tully instruct.. I admit that there 
may be some doubt of the wisdom of in- 
structing, but we should at least favor a 
Ci andidate in the convention. 

‘As for the Cleveland talk, I don’t think 
it will amount to anything. In the first 
place, while Mr. Cleveland “would prob- 
ably accept a@ unanimous nomination, he 
eculd not get a unanimous nomination. If 
nominated it would only be after a bitter 
struggle, and a man who has twice been 
President would not want to go into an- 
other fight under those conditions.” 


A NEW TAMMANY MOVE. 


Alleged Attempt to Get Control of the 
Board of Education. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 9.—Politicians here see 
behind a-bili introduced by Assemblyman 
Metcalfe to-day an attempt to Tammanyize 
the: Beard of Education. 

Mr. Metcalfe's bill provides that the mem- 
bership of the board shall be reduced from 
forty-six to fifteen. Two-thirds of the fif- 
teen are to be selected from the present 
membership of the board. ; The remaining 
five are to. be appointed by the Mayor. 
eight is a majority of fifteen, it-would only 
be necessary for Tammany to secure three 
of the present members of the board to 
make Tummany control secure. 

The Metcalfe bill further provides that 
the board shall have a paid President to 
be appointed by the Mayor.

The jurisdiction 
of the City Superintendent is practically 
confined to instruction, and his authority 
over the Borough Superintendents is very 
much curtailed.

McAdoo Insisted on Keeping Lid 
Down in Brooklyn. 


McCARREN’S WISH THWARTED 


Then Came Trouble Between the Kings 
Senator and Tammany—Doyle 
on the Warpath. 


Deputy Commissioner Henry F. Haggerty 
is expected to sever his connection with 
the Police Department before the close of 
the present week owing to serious differ- 
ences between him and Commissioner Mc- 
Adoo. Whether his resignation is already 
in the hands of the Police Commissioner 
was not learned last night, owing to the 
refusal of the Commissioner to discuss the 
matter. Deputy Commissioner Haggerty 
was not at Brodklyn Headquarters during 
the afternoon nor at his usual haunts dur- 
ing the evening. 

Involved in the Haggerty difficulty is the 
Brooklyn political situation, for Commis- 
sioner Haggerty is the law partner of Sen- 
ator Patrick H. McCarren and was the 
personal choice of Senator McCarren, al- 
though Haggerty refused the appointment 
at first. 

McCarren from the first is said to have 
wanted the lid raised in Brooklyn. On this 
theory poolrooms have flourished in that 
borough since Jan. 1, and it was only 
Tuesday night that a place alleged to be 
of this sort was raided in the Thomas Jef- 
ferson Building but an hour before the 
wneeting of McCarren’s Kings County Ex- 
ecutive Committee was held in the same 
building, which is owned by the Democrat- 
ic organization in Kings. In addition to 
poolrooms, other resorts have been spring- 
ing up in Brooklyn without apparent effort 
by Deputy Commissioner Haggerty to put 
them down. 

Commissioner McAdoo about two weeks 
ago ordered his Deputy Commissioner to 
put the lid down tight again. McCarren 
hurried to Police Headquarters and had a 
long talk with McAdoo. He told the Com- 
missioner that Brooklyn must regulate its 
own police affairs. 

McAdoo’s reply came a few days ago 


when he announced that in the future he 
would spend two days of each week in 
Brooklyn himself, and would look after all 
matters there. This is said to have caused 
the final break between McAdoo and Hag- 
gerty. 

It was freely rumored last night unless 
Charities Commissioner Tully, Deputy 
Bridge Commissioner Westernacher, Presi- 
dent McCooey of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Park Commissioner Kennedy, 
Deputy Tenement House Commissioner 
Brennan, and Water Register William it.

LAST ATTACK ON WOOD 


Brief Prepared by Late Senator 
Read in Executive Session. 


WOOD’S VERACITY QUESTIONED 


Hohor of the Army, Senator Wrote, De- 
mands That General. Disprove State- 
ments as to His Conduct. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The contested 
appointment of Gen. Leonard Wood to be 
Major General of the army was taken up 
to-day in executive session of the Senate, 
and, after. listening to a brief prepared by 
the iate Senator Hanna, summing up the 
testimony which had been given in the 
hear:ngs before the Committee on Military 
Affairs, anc several affidavits obtained 
since the hearings closed, the Senate ad- 
journed. 

At the opening of the executive session 
Senator Scott of West Virginia, who leads 
the opposition, asked to have the clerk read 
the documents which had been accumulated 
by Senator Hanna shortly before his death. 
Under various heads Senator Hanna's 
statements discusses the evidence brought 
out at the inyestigation before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, saying, by 
way of introduction: 

“The testimony given before the com- 
mittee has developed points to which -no 
/answer is attempted by Gen. Wood in the 
various communications submitted by him 
prior tc his departure for the Philippines; 
nor can those communications be accepted 
as a refutation of testimony: given by wit- 
nesses under the solemnity of an oath. To 
accept them as a controversion of sworn 
testimony would brand those giving such 
testimony as unworthy of credence. Among 
those who would be thus branded are men 
in the military and naval service of the 
United States. 

sgh impossible to accept the mere 
statement of Gen. Wood, made prior to his 
departure for the Philippines, and covering 
only a part of the matters at issue, ih 
preference to this sworn evidence. Some 
of the ‘testimony given by these witnesses 
has cast serious reflection upon the veraci- 
ty of Gen. Wood. Neither he nor the 
Senate, which is asked to confirm his ap- 
pointment, should rest content until he 
has been given opportunity to disprove, 
specifically and under oath, the damaging 
Statements made on oath concerning his 
conduct. The facts to which attention will 
be called would seem to make this neces- 
sary, and the honor of the army would 
seem to demand it.’’ 

Senator Hanna commented on the Rath- 
bene case, calling attention to Gen, Wood’s 
statement that ‘‘ Reeves: was never prom- 
ised anything” in the way of immunity 
for turning State’s evidence, and then to 
Secretary Root’s statement ‘as follows; 

“T approve of Gen. Wood giving Reeves 
immunity if he could get testimony against 
the principal offenders.”’ 

The chapter of the brief devoted to the 
subject of Gen. Wood's veracity opens with 
this statement: 

‘“Several witnesses whose sworn state- 
ments are not to be lightly impeached have, 
in their testimony, reflected directly upon 
the credibility and veracity of Gen. Wood. 
Statements made by him in various com- 
munications are flatly disputed by wit- 
nesses testifying under oath, and document- 
ery evidence submitted by others disputes 
statements made over his signature.” 

in addition to extracts quoted from their 
testimony, Senator Hanna's brief says: 
“Statements said to.have: been méde: by 
Gen, Wood reflected upon the administra- 
tion of:Gen. Ludlow, a most’ efficient, hon- 
orable, and conscientious officer, now de- 
ceased. Gen. Ludlow pronounced the al- 
leged statements to be ‘wholly false and 
pernicious.’ He charged Gen. Wood with 
deliberate dissemination of misinformation 
and that he ‘had exceeded both his rights 
as an individual, and his obligation to the 
military service in seeking to defend him- 
self. by impugring the administration of 
others and furnishing material fot misrep- 
resentation.’ ’’ 

In the matter of the establishment in 
Havana of the game known as the jai 
alai, Senator Hanna said: 

“It is impossible to avoid a conclusion 
that Gen. Wood did grant a concession 
or franchise in the nature of a monopoly 
and in violation of the Foraker law to the 
Jai Alai Company.” 

In relation to the Santiago accounts 
Senator Hanna called attention to certain 
items which he said go to prove that the 
objections to Gen. Wood’s accounts are 
not that they could not be made to bal- 


ance, but that they were nade to balance 
on insufficient or illegal vouchers. 


TELLS OF HORSEWHIPPING. 


Mrs. Bochow, Arrested on Husband's 
Complaint, Explains the Episode. 


The domestic troubles of Mr. and Mrs. 
Maxwell H. Bochow were aired yesterday 
in the centre Street Police Court when the 
resident manager of the Albany Trust 
Company appeared as complainant against 
his wife, mother-indaw, and father-in-law, 
whom he charged with assault. The Bo- 
chows reside at 236 West Forty-fifth 
Street. Mr. Bochow, as New York man- 
ager of the trust company, his offices. at 
74 Broadway. In his complaint he charged 
his wife and her parents with horsewhip- 
ping him. His face bore the marks of the 
beating he _ received Monday afternoon, 
when his wife created’a stene at his office 
on Broadway. 

When asked what they had to Say about 
it the three defendants did not deny the 
horsewhipping charge, and were held for 
Specia] Sessions each under $300 bail. 

As they were about to leave the court- 
room the wife, Mrs. Emma Hantsch. Bo- 
chow volunteered the information that they 
had been married three years ago, but 
that her husband left her in less than a 
year after and went to Philadelphia. On 
Friday of last week, she said, she heard 
of him through a friend of the family, who 
had telephoned to her father, Warren 8. 
Hantsch, who is Secretary of a pure-food 
eoncern. This friend, according to Mrs. 
Bochow’s story, had informed her father 
over the telephone that Bochow was slan- 
dering him, and had arranged for a meet- 
ing between son and father-intlaw to fight 


out their differences. Bochow failed to 
uppear at the appointed*time, Mrs. Bochow 
said, so on Monday she armed herself 
ie a horsewhip and went in- search of 
um. 

“About 4 o’clock in the afternoon I 
went to his office-on Broadway, and saw 
him sitting at his desk. When he saw 
me approach he tried to escape, but I 
blocked his way, and, drawing the raw- 
hide whip from beneath my wrap, I struck 
his over the face, head, and, shoulders. 
My parents, who were waiting outside, 
heard the nojse and entered the place. 
Then papa and mamma held him, and I 
whipped him some more. He howled and 
yelled, but we did not let up on him until 
a crowd gathered. Then we hurried away.” 


GROUT AGAIN ANGERS TAMMANY 


Accepts ResignatioMin His Department 
and Urges Abolition of Office. 


Controller Grout yesterday once more 
aroused the ire of Tammany Hall leaders by 
writing to the Municipal Civil Service Com- 
mission requesting that the office of Super- 
vising Accountant in the Finance Depart- 
ment be abolished. John R. Sparrow, who 
for several years has filled the place, re- 
signed yesterday, and the resignation was 
uecepted by the Controller, to take effect 
May 1.

SOLDIER OF FORTUNE FREED. 


Indictment Against Dankberg, Who 
Served Under Many Flags, Is 
Dismissed. 


Adolph H. Dankberg, for many years 
known as ‘‘ The Soldier of Fortune,” was 
discharged from custody yesterday when 
arraigned in the General Sessions before 
Judge Foster. On a charge of maiming a 
man with his walking stick the soldier was 
arrested near the Cortlandt Street Ferry 
on July 14, 1908. He was indicted, tried, and 
convicted, and sentenced to a long term in 
Sing Sing ‘Prison. After being taken to 
the penitentiary Dankberg was remanded 
Oh a court order obtained by Gen. Howard 
Carroll. The Appellate Division handed 
down a decision in January last declaring 
that Dankberg had practically acted in self- 
defense, Since then Dankberg has been 
confined in the Tombs. 

For twenty-seven years he served as a 
soldier in various armies. He was an offi- 
cer in the French Army in 1868, but two 
years later turned up as an officer in the 
German Army at Sedan. Later he was an 


officer in the English Army, and was with 
Gen. Gordon. In 1889 he was a Lieutenant 
in the Portuguese Arfny, and was in Portu- 
guese East Africa when the Portuguese 
compelled the British to stop work on the 
Delagoa Bay Railway. 

In discharging him in court yesterda 
Judge Foster said: ** You have been a muc 
injured man. Let this be a warning to you 
hereafter. You are discharged, and will 
not be again arraigned on this indict- 
ment.’’ 


SHIP NEARLY TURNS OVER. 


Her Masts, Striking Against Pier, Save 
the Foxhall. 


The little fruit-carrying steamship Fox- 
hall gave her crew a scare yesterday 
morning as she lay at her pier, No. 1 North 
River, when she started to turn turtle, 
and was prevented from doing so only by 
the striking of her masts on the shed of 
the pier. She was very light, and it is 
thought that feral tons of coal in her 


starboard bunkers was the cause of her 
listing. ' 

A gang of men had been working on the 
steamship all night unloading bananas 
from her hold, and when-the work was fin- 
ished the crew turned in for the night. An 
early tug passed by the end of the pier, 
and as her wash struck the Foxhall the 
steamship started to turn over. The men 
on her were thrown out of their berths, 
and every one, believing that the vessel 
was sinking, scrambled to the deck, tramp- 
ling one another in their anxiety to get out 
into the open. The shore lines parted from 
the strain on them, and the vessel seemed 
as though she was going to turn over, 
when her masts struck the top of the pier 
shed and held fast. Lighters were rushed 
alongside of her to fill her port bunkers 
with coal in an attempt to right her, but 
the vessel refused to move. All of the men 
working on her were afraid that when she 
was filled up on the port side she would 
suddenly turn over that way. 


APPEAL ON DIFFERENTIALS. 


Chairman Knapp of the Inter-State Com- 
@ merce Commission Asked to Act. 


In a letter addressed to Martin A. Knapp, 
Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, the Committee on Differentials 
of the Merchants’ Association, through 
Gustav H. Schwab and William R:/Cor- 
wine, Chairman and Secretary, respectively, 
of the committee request that the commis- 
sion will investigate the subject of port 
differential freight rates on the east and 
west bound traffic between the Atlantic 
Coast and Western points.

Mr. Harrison of New ‘ork Presents 
a Measure in the House. 


BI-PARTISAN BOARD CONTROLS 


Canal Zone to be Treated as Part of 
United States—Commission Clothed 
with General Powers. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Mr. Harrison 
(Dem., N. Y.) has introduced in the House 
a bill containing fifty-four sections, provid- 
ing for the construction of the Panama 
Canal and the government of the strip. 

The bill provides for a bi-partisan com- 
mission of twenty. members, to be known 
as the Panuma Canal Commission, to be 
appointed by the President, the Senate con- 
curring The territory is to be treated as 
that of the United States. 

The term is five years at $5,000 a year, 
and they may draw $50 for each day’s at- 
tendance at sessions of the commission or 
its committees. Every member must tra- 
verse the zone within ninety days from 
appointment, and at least once in six 
months thereafter. Organization at Wash- 
ington within twenty. days of the act be- 
coming law will be effected by electing a 
chief Commissioner and a Vice Chairman. 

Headquarters are to be in the Army 
Building, New York. A technical board, to 
aid the commissiog, consists of three naval 
and three army officers. ‘‘ Necessary ”’ of- 
ficials and assistants may be appointed. 
The commission is to draft rules for its 
staff of lay assistants. Its counsel are to 
be the United States District Attorney of 
the Southern District pt New York and 
that of the zone. e 

“If possible’’ the route of the canal is 
to be established within 100 days of or- 
ganization by a concurrent vote of fifteen 
members. Maps, plans, &c., are to be pre- 
pared with necessary devices and appur- 
tenances and forms of contract for con- 
struction and materials, Bids are to be 
advertised. All may be rejected. Con- 
tracts are to be executed within five years. 
Terms for securing performance of con- 
tract are rigid. No, assignments or sub- 
letting will be countenanced. Payments by 
installments on contracts are sanctioned. 
While all work or material involving over 
$5,000 must be contracted for, the commis- 
sion may, if it certifies that it is for the 
public interest, ‘‘ procure’’ work -or ma- 
terial under an outlay of less than $50,000 
without contract. 

Ways and means for construction and 
zone administration are provided for by 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue 3 per cent. bonds at thirty years 
to a limit of $250,000,000 at par. No com- 
missions are to be allowed. Nov. 1 and 
May 1 the commission is to render a full 
statement of receipts and expenditures. 

In the zone the executive officers are to 
be a Prefect and Sub-Prefect. They and the 
Commissioners are to have power to ad- 
minister oaths. On satisfactory application 
from them, District and Circuit Court 
Judges may issue subpoenas to witnesses 
to testify before them under pain of penal- 
ty. 

Also provided for are the making of po- 
lice, sanitation, pilotage, excise, and fire 
ordinance and regulations, with power to 
regulate or prohibit or punish the intro- 
duction into the zone of firearms, ammuni- 


tion, explosives, drugs, intoxicants, and 
Weapons. A detachment of United States 
marines will be at the service of the com- 
mission. Local democratic government i# 
contemplated in a code to be submitted to 
Congress to secure in the zone ‘‘ the largest 
measure of autonomy compatible, in :the 
conditions presented, with the conservation 
of the peace and the security of persons 
and property.”’ 

The commission is Bg me a from ac- 
cording franchises. he zone is made a 
Collection District, with a Collector near 
Colon and a Sub-Collector near Panama, 
both — of entry. Post Offices are to be 
established. The act specifically compre- 
hends protection to commerce under the 
Revised Statutes. It arranges for light-

LABOR GRAFT AS

TO BRIBE THE DELEGATES 


Object Sought Was to Prevent Sympa- 
thetic Walk-Outs of Other Laborers 
—Prince Bill Recommendation.

ALBANY, March 9.—District Attorney 
Jerome, at the hearing before the Assembly 
Codes Committee on the Prince bill to 
amend the Penal Code with relation to 
bribery of representatives of labor organi- 
gations, said that if the Prince bill became 
a law he did not'think employers would 
take-any chance in carrying walking dele- 
gates on their rolls or in bribing them to 
work injury to their competitors in busi- 
ness. 

“The great building trades strike in New 
York,” said Mr, Jerome, “ grew out of a 
strike of the amalgamated painters. To 
break the strike seventeen firms of cabinet- 
makers in New York held a conference, as a 
result of which fifteen of them decided to 
put up a very large sum of money to bribe 
delegates to the Trades Council to admit to 
the council the Brotherhoed of Painters, 
an organization which had some strength 
up State, but little in New York City. 

“The object was to prevent sympathetic 
strikes. The cabinetmakers had employed 
men who were recognized by the brother- 
hood, and if the brotherhood men were ad- 
mitted to the Trades Council no sympathetic 
strike could be ordered on account of the 
grievance of the amalgamated painters. 

“The money raised was used to bribe 
five of the delegates to the Trades Council. 
The Secretary of the Brotherhood of Paint- 
here from the West with 
$2,500 to aid in securing the brotherhood 
recognition, but when he learned of the 
amount which had been raised by the 
cabinetmakers for the same purpose he re- 
fused tggive up his $2,500. 

ve cond meeting of -the cabinet- 
makers was held to make up the amount 
thus lost to the bribery fund. It was 
raised, and the object of the cabinetmakers 
was attained, the brotherhood being recog- 
nized. 

“IT have the proof of all I have stated in 
my office, but under the law it was impos- 
sible for me to prosecute because I could 
not compel the testimony of any of those 
involved ”’

WOMAN: KILLED BY RUNAWAY. 


Little Girl Hurt Perhaps Fatally in Elev: 
enth Avenue Accident.

This collision did not abate the animal's 
speed. Another wagon was quickly over- } 
turned in a second collision, 

By this time the animal neared Eleventh !

ODELL SHIPYARD BONDS SOLD. 


Governor Gets 26 for Securities He 
Bought for 90. 


Gov. Odell’s $188,000 of United States 
Shipbuilding bonds, which came out of their 
up-State obscurity a week ago in Muller 
& Co.’s stock auction list, were disposed 
of finally yesterday afternoon at a similar 
auction, and now are deposited with or 
pledged to the reorganization committee of 
the shipbuilding company, along with all 
but $700,000 of the convertible securities of 
the combination, The purchaser was Will- 
iam S Fanshaw, a bond investment broker 
of 25 Nassau Street, With the bonds there 
was sold 500 of common and 500 of pre- 
ferred stock in the shipbuilding company 
to a man who gaid his name was Law- 
‘rence; ‘ 

The bonds, originally subscribed for and 
paid by the Governor at 90, which meant 
$160,200, brought 26; the preferred stock 
sold for $50, or ten cents a share, and the 
common stock for $10, or 2 cents a share. 
The loss to Mr. Odell therefore figures at 
$100,060, which is understood to be only 
a portion of the net loss that he has suf- 
fered‘on purchasings of securities on the 
advice of former financial friends in this 
city. The sale leaves him, however, free 
now to pursue whatever course may seem 
to offer the best possibilities. 

To-morrow is the last day for the deposit 
of bonds with the reorganization commit- 
tee, and it is thought that very few will be 
outstanding when to-morrow night comes. 
There are still several large holdings not 
actually deposited, and the’ bonds of the 
Trust Company of the Republic, now the 
Commonwealth Trust Company, are in- 
cjuded in this number, but an agreement 
to deposit covers all these bonds, and no 
reason is seen why they should not come 
in urder the plan. James B. Dill, counsel 
for the trust company, was out of the city 
yesterday. 


RUNAWAY RACESWITH TROLLEY 


Fourth Avenue Motorman Tries to Head 
Off Cab Horse, 


After running for a dozen blocks, racing 
a street car part of the way, narrowly 
escaping scores of pedestrians, and leaving 
its driver behind with a fractured shoulder 
and ribs, a cab horse ended an exciting 
dash through Fourth Avenue from the

Prof. Quackenbés Tells of Trans- 
limial Sphere at Mission. 


HYPNOSIS AS LIQUOR CURE 


Curative Effect of the Dynamic _Influ- 
Is Cited in Lecture on 
Modern Psychology.

Frequenters of the Bowery Mission, at 55 
BRowery—men who, for the most part, are 
giad of a place to sleep and a square meal, 
heard last night a lecture on the wonder- 
fu] achievements and possibilities of mod- 
ern psychology in its application to work- 
ingmen : 

Prof. J. D. Quackenbos of Columbia Uni- 
versity, who has written more than a score 
of books on neurasthenia, its causes and 
treatment; tuberculosis, physics, hypnotism 
in mental and moral culture, and other 
special topics, talked on ‘‘ hypno and auto 
suggestion, the great psychological miracle 
of the age,” whereby, he said, the addiction 
to the use of alcohol in all its forms, and 
of a large variety of other so-called curses, 
had been and could be cured. 

“This subject,’ he ‘is command- 
ing the enthusiastic interest of the world’s 
deepest thinkers, but it has a voice, as well, 
for those who apprehend and uphold the 
dignity of manual labor. I refer to the 
control of the functions of the physical 
body and the motions of the objective mind 
by a higher human spiritual self. The con- 
clusions which I have reached are derived 
from nearly 5,000 several experiences with 
suggestible patients who sought my aid for 
every conceivable malady of a mental and 
moral nature, 

“This enlightened age no longer regards 
the hypnotic procedure as a scientific play- 
thing, but relegates suggestion to the do- 
main of exact science. I shall waive the 
formality of an exordium and proceed at 
once to an explanation. 

** Psychologists regard every human be- 
ing existing in ‘two spheres of con- 
sciousness, described as the objective—su- 
praliminal, or world of waking life—and the 
subjective, or transliminal—the world. of 
sleep, of extra-planetary or outside cosmic 
existence. In the objective or normal 
sphere we take cognizance of the external 
world and consciously carry on the ordi- 
nary business of life. In the subjective, or 
super-normal sphere, we are capable of 
acting independently of a physical environ- 
ment, we intuitively apprehend and possess 
supernatural power. 

‘The better self of the  transliminal 
sphere—the deathless pneuma or spirit of 
the New Testament—exercises control that 
is practically boundless over the organs 
and faculties, and the whole purpose of 
hypnotic suggestion is the establishment of 
such control. 

“‘It is a psychological fact that ina state 
of sleep, natural or induced, when the in- 
dividual is practically discarnate and is 
massed in all the phases of his personality 
in the sphere transliminal, the wakening 
touch may be imparted. By man, as an 
instrument of God, this is suggestion, and 
by man objective to his own subjective 
self this is auto-suggestion.”’ 

The professor here cited examples of the 
curative effect of the dynamic impulse by 
suggestion in cases of diabetes mellitus 
which he had treated, and, he said, were 
the first functional diseases to which the 
Suggestion treatment had been applied. 

“The suggestion,’’ continued the speaker, 
*‘is utilized by the reputable practitioner 
in the treatment of physical maladies with 
reference to what is possible, practical, 
and desirable. It is un-Christian and crim- 
inal to employ it for deceiving the credu- 
lous, for riveting their faith to impossibil- 
ities in the line of cures through persua- 
sion of the sub-conscious self that miracles 
are not out of date. This rdle every Chris- 
tian Scienee healer stands prepared’ to 
lay with the most unprincipled effrontery. 
No conscientious physician would be guilty 
of doing such a thing. 

“The drink habit is singularly amenable 
to treatment by suggestion. Regular drink- 
ers may be dealt with whenever they can 
be induced to sober. I have found it un- 
profitable to attempt influencing an intoxi- 
cated person. Periodic drinkers should be 
treated just before the close of the cycle of 
sobriety. Regularly recurring debauches 
have periods of varying length, and I have 
satisfied myself that in 75 per cent. of the 
"2 relationship exists between the 
tebacco and the oncoming of the 
irresistible thirst, the depressing effects of 
the nicotine inhaled in the form of smoke 
instinctively suggesting recourse to the an- 
tidote, which is alcohol. 

** Now, to the treatment. The pa- 
tient is tactfully conducted into the trans- 
liminal sphere, and then assured that, in 
accordance with his own desire and decree, 
he has lost all craving for beer, wine, and 
whisky—that alcohol in any form will dis- 
gust him, and, as a safeguard, that he 
cannot swallow it. cannot carry the con- 
taining glass to his lips. Of 200 cases treat- 
ed by me along these lines, 80 per cent. have 
been saved. 

“Auto suggestion is open to every one of 
you, and it will ennoble and beautify ‘your 
lives. The state of mental abstraction called 
reverie, immediately precedigg natural 
sleep, is most appropriate for treatment by 
this kind of suggestibility. As you are 
yielding to slumber for the night, say to 
yourself that you will no longer be a slave 
of the dominant idea or the evil habit that 
is crippling your best expression. Lapse 
into sleep with such a thought paramount 
all but equivalent suggestion given by 
another. If you are a drinker of alcohol 
and wish to be free from the habit, con- 
ceive yourself free as you are falling asleep, 
and think determinedly. 

** Give me 1,000 properly equipped, earnest 
persons, ready to disseminate this creed of 
self-help among the people of this land— 
“and assume that the peovle are minded to 
help themselves to better things—and the 
regeneration of our country within ten 
years becomes an easy problem. Then there 
would be no need of laws, of courts of 
justice, of police protection, of jails, of 
almshouses, reformatories, fleets, or 
armies.”’

~~ PAWNED HIS LEG TO'BET. 
Good Sports Met and Both Came Out 


Ahead of the Game. 


Unless some friend with doubtful kind- 
ness will take the trouble before breakfast 
this morning to send an inside tip from 
New Orleans to the Rossmore Hotel in this 
city that a certain horse is going to win, it 
is likely that Edward E. Gifford and his 
artifical leg, which for three days has been 
in a Third Avenue pawnshop, are likely 
to come together again. Thus. will end a 
transaction which was begun on Saturday 
last, and deals with sporting blood. 

Gifford returned to the hotel last night 
perturbed and wearied with ‘the days 
events, which largely concerned the tipster 
who in New Orleans on Saturday last 
tempted him to part with his leg. Gifford 
also had some kindly feeling for the Third 
Avenue pawnbroker who made it possible 
for him to part with his wooden appendage. 
He will redeem it at the earliest possible 
moment this morning, discarding again the 
erutch to which he again has had to resort. 

As Gifford explains the transaction, it 
might not have been possible at all if it had 
nét been for the fact that in the pawn- 
broker and himself two ‘“ sports’’ met. 
Looking into each other’s eyes, he had the 
money and the broker had the leg. 

Gifford was tempted to resort to the ex- 
pedient to part with his artificial leg as he 
considers in the most natural sort of a 
way. He was sitting in the Rossmore Ho- 
tel on Saturday evening last when he re- 
ceived from a friend in New Orleans whom 
he has known for years a telegram to put 
his all on June Collins. His all in all at 
that moment spelled nil, and for a time he 
was sorely perplexed. At length an ex- 
treme expedient occurred to him. How 
about his artificial leg? 

Inquiring about the hotel, Clifford learned 
the name of Joseph Stich, a pawn broker, 
at 118 Third Avenue. Grabbing. the tele- 
phone, Gifford soon learned that Stich was 
a man after his own heart; willing to take 
a chance if there was any promise in it. 
Gifford thereupon got his crutch, which he 
had discarded for many a day, and started 
out. * 

The pawnbroker, Gifford said, was cheer- 
ful and pleasant enough until he told him 
that the artiele he wanted him to take a 
chance on was his leg—his artificial leg. 

Great Scott!’”’ said Stich, “‘ I’ve taken in 
all kinds of junk, but artificial legs—no, 
no.”’ 

“You. might  begin,”’ 
*“‘there’s millions in it.” 

Stich shook his head. 
you mean,” he said. 

“‘No,’’ said Gifford, ‘“‘ the thing cost me 
$150 in Chicago, and I gave each of the two 
workmen who made it $50 apiece for tak- 


ing pains with it. I'll part with it for $60.”’ 

Stich was now laughing outright. 

**My dear man,” he said, ‘I couldn't get 
$5 on it. Artificial legs are made for cer- 
tain kinds of legs—bowilegs, knock-knees, 
&c. It isn’t likely yours would fit a man 
who wanted it.’’ 

Gifford pleaded. He told Stich frankly 
that he was a sporting man and wanted 
the money to get on a horse—‘‘a sure 
thing.” 

= You're taking chances,’’- Stich suggest- 
ed. 

‘“‘ That's my business,”’ Gifford said. ** I'm 
a trick bicycle rider. You may have heard 
of me. I’m the man who makes a flying 
leap on a bieycle from a platform eighty 
feet high into a pool. I take chances—great 
chances—every time i do that trick— 
chances on my life. I took a great chance 
also when I had my leg sawed‘off, I was a 
trick bicycle rider, mind you. The chance 
Was great that, minus one leg, I was out 
of it. I took that chance. have suc- 
ceeded as well withoutAt as I did with the 
leg—the real one. I’m not going to be 
frightened now, frightened out. of parting 
with this wooden thing.’’ 

Stich had been persuaded. Sticking out 
his hand to Gifford, he said: 

“‘T see you're a true sport—so am I. Im 
going to take your leg. ike you I’m going 
to gamble on it. You’re going to gamble 
on a horse. I’m going to gamble on the 
font that you will come here to redeem tnis 
eg.” : 

That settled the transaction. Gifford got 
the $60, unscrewed his leg, took his crutch, 
and walked out. 

When it came to the time of putting the 
money on June Collins Gifford in a meas- 
ure got: cold feet, for, as he confessed, the 
fear that he might lose his leg after all 
affected him. He bet merely $5 straight 
and $5 to show. He made $120 on the race, 
and then felt like kicking himself, had he 
a spare leg, for not placing all his money 
on the race. He bet also on Prodigal Son, 
and came out $120 ahead. All this was 
on Monday. On Tuesday Gifford lost heav- 
ily on Sabinal, but in the end came out 
$27 ahead. Yesterday he hit it well, for he 
came back having won $750. 

“That will get my leg back again, I 
guess,’’*he said.

FOUND LAUNDRY ABANDONED. 


Bronx Customers of Ying Lee Have 
Checks but No Linen. 


With their shirts, collars, and cuffs tied 
up until a Chinese interpreter can be found, 
more than a hundred citizens of the Bronx 
last night condemned their laundryman, 
Ying Lee, who has disappeared, leaving a 
tangle of washed and unwashed clothes, 

Ying Lee for several months had kept a 
The China- 
man’s rent was not paid, and the owner 
threatened to dispossess him. About a 
week ago he disappeared, and the Bronx 
has known him no more. Five days ago a 
dispossess notice was tacked on the door, 
and yesterday, at the expiration of the legal 
“period for payment, City Marshal Benjamin 
Krause broke open the door. . He found 
seven heavy locks upon it, Almost the en- 
tire edge of the door, from the sill to the 
top, being covered with them. 

Inside on the shelves were about Seventy- 
five packages of laundry ready. for deliv- 
ery and a large quantity of unwashed 
clothes scattered about in tubs and bas- 
kets. The Marshal's action attracted many 
of the Chinaman’s customers to the place, 
and about twenty of them entered with him 
and tried vainly to sort out their clothes. 

In a little while the Marsha] called for 
police aid, and the reserves from the Alex- 


ander Avenue Stati6n were sent to the 
laundry on the run, expecting to find a 
riot. ‘Further trouble was prevented by 
taking ali the laundry, which made a big 
load for the patrol wagon, to the station, 
where Capt. Joseph C. Gehegan and Sergt. 
John Thomruson tried to distribute t 
packages among those who claimed them. 
After trying vainly to reconcile’ the 
strange characters on th@ tickets, Capt. 
Gehegan gave it up and decided to send the 
clothes to the Bronx office of the Bureau 
of Incumbrances, at One Hundred and Sev- 
enty-sixth Street and Anthony Avenue, 
where, if a Chinaman can be found to-day 
who will interpret Ying Lee’s writing, the 
owners of the goods may get their property. 


MORMON WITNESSES 


FAILED 10 APPEAR 


| Smoot’ Prosecution’s Case Ended 
_ for the Present. 


SMITH’S~ ASSISTANCE ASKED 


Mormon President Promises to Try to 
Get Missing Apostles to Testify— 
Will Return to Utah. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Owing to, the 
fact that various witnesses, members of 
the Mormon Church, who were summoned 
to appear at the Smoot investigation 
failed to do so, the prosecution in the 
effort to unseat the Utah Senator has for 
the time being closed its case’ 

President Smith was still on the witness 
stand to-day, and the committee asked 
him to use his influence ~with the Mormon 
officials who have taken to the ‘woods, 
with a view of persuading them to appear 
and testify, This he promised to do, but 
the committee is not optimistic. Presi- 
dent Smith and a number of officials of 
the church, who have been witnesses in 
the case to-day, were excused from further 
attendance, and they will return to Utah. 

When Mr. Smith took the stand, to-day 
Chairman Burrows asked if polygafhy was 
taught in the Book of Mormon, and Mr. 
Smith answered that it was emphatically 
torbidden, 

Reading from the book, Chairman Bur- 


rows called attention to the words of God 
in reference to Dayid and Solomon, and 
his displeasure because of the fact that 
they' kept more than one wife and many 
concubines. The Chairman asked if that 
did not prohibit polygamy, and if that was 
the case, when was the law of the Lord 
changed in order to permit the practice. 

Mr. Smith then took the book and read a 
verse which declared that when the Lord 
wanted his seed propagated he would com- 
mand it. This, the witness declared, justi- 
fied polygamy when a person is command- 
ed: by the Lord to enter that state... He 
said the commands come to individuals as 
revelations from the Lord. 

Andrew Jensen, assistant historian of the 
Church, at the afternoon session said he 
had two wives who were sisters. 

Thomas H. Merrill, a Bishop, said he had 
two wives and that he had six children by 
the first and four by the second. 

The names of Apostles Merrill, Teasdale, 
Taylor, and Cowley; Samuel Newton, J. E. 
Tanner, and Moses Thatcher were then 
read and they failed to respond to their 
names. 

At the request of Attorney Tayler for the 
prosecution the committee went into execu- 
tive session and the testimony in the Teas- 
dale divorce case was read. Consideration 
was given to the proceedings in executive 
session because of the unprintable charac- 
ter of the testimony. 


A MORMON STREeT PREACHER. 


Elder Welling, Licensed by Mayor, Says 
Oid Practices Are Dying Out. 


The Rev. Arthur Welling, a Mormon elder 
and President of the Brooklyn Conference, 
which is the governing body of the Mor- 
mons in the Hastern States, secured from 
Mayor McClellan yesterday a license to 
preach in the streets of New York. .He 
had a. similar license for five years under 
Mayors Van Wyck and Low, and holds 
regular meetings at Seventh Avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street. He 


also has a regular congregation at 151 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth) Street. 

Henry Muhlhauser, Secretary of the Sab- 
bath School of the Tempel Beth-El, at Fifth 
Avenue and Seventy-sixth Street, who in-+ 
dorsed the application, wrote of the Mor- 
mons that “ their moral teachings are good 
and their methods of proselyting are honor- 
able.”’ 

Mr. Welling handed the Mayor a letter, 
in which he says that poly amy was offi- 
clally discontinued by the oodruff mani- 
festo in’ 1890, “sincé which time it has 
neither been preached nor practiced. The 
few polygamists of old standing who re- 
fused to abandon their plural families when 
the practice was stopped are rapidly di- 
minishing in number. BHven old conditions 
in Utah are little more than a memory.” 


TAFT’S PHILIPPINE ARGUMENT. 


Used in Anfe-Bellum Days by Southern- 
ers in Defense of Slavery, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Secretary Taft in his speech at the dinner 
of the Ohio Society Saturday night~ used 
an argument hardly to have been expected 
from a Republican. He said: 

I deny that the Declaration of Independence, 
when construed under the circumstances under 
which that instrument was signed, bears any 
such construction when applied to circumstances 
so different from those which prevailed at the 
time of our Revolution. That instrument itself 
was signed by men who themselves made the 
exception of minors, of insane persons, of wo- 
men, and of slaves. That instrument was itself 
signed by men who upheld the property qvali- 
fication in many of the States that did not 
permit a majority of the citizens to vote and 
consent to a government in those States. 

I do not dispute the force or soundness 
of this reasoning. Indeed, it is unanswer- 
able. But it is a remarkable argument to 
come from a member of Mr. Roosevelt's 
Cabinet. Mr. Taft would not claim that it 
is original with him, but as a Republican 
he would probably not care to avow the 


sources from which it was borrowed. It is 
the argument used by the Southern men of 
ante-bellum days to meet the contention 
that slavery could not exist’in a republic. 
It 1s found most clearly and forcibly stated 
in the speeches of William Pinkney. In 
his incomparable speech on the Missouri 
Compromise Pinkney said: 

But if a republican form of government is that 
in which all the men have a share in the public 
power, the slave-owning States will not alone 
retire from the Union. The Constitutions of 
some of the other States do not sanction uni- 
versal suffrage or universal eligibility. They 
require citizenship, and age, and a _ certain

be voted for; and they who have not those 
qualifications are just as much disfranchised, 
with regard to the Government and its power, 
as if they Were slaves. They have civil rights, 
indeed, (and so have slaves in a less degree,) 
but they have no share in the Government. 
* * * That civil rights may be qualified as 
well as political is proved by a thousand ex- 
amples. Minors, resident aliens who are in 
course of naturalization, the other sex, whether 
maids or wives or widows, furnish sufficient 
practical proofs of this. 


The truth of all this seems now to have 
come home to the Republicans, at least to 
the Republican who has had most experi- 
ence in the business of establishing a gov- 
ernment for men not fit to govern them- 
selves. Indeed, Mr. Taft was bound to 
accept these views in order to justify the 
course of his party in the Philippines. But 
as.a logical man he cannot stop with ap- 
plying. this principle to the Filipinos. e 
must apply it at home as well as abroad.

A CANAL ZONE GOVERNMENT. 

The bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives yesterday by Mr. FRAN- 
cis BuRTON Harrison of the Thirteenth 
New York District, providing for the 
construction of the Panama. Canal and 
the government of the ten-mile zone ced- 
ed to us by the Republic of Panama, ap- 
pears to have been drawn, at least in re- 
spect to its general structure and pur- 
poses, more nearly in accordance with 
the views of the Administration and of 
the present Panama Commission than 
Senator KITTREDGE’s bill, which it is now 
said will probably not be reported by 
the committee. The Harrison bill com- 
mits the construction of the canal and 
the government of the zone to one com- 
mission. That is sound policy. We shall 
not need two jurisdictions in this little 
strip. That, we understand, is the belief 
of Admiral WALKER and his associates. 
The bill, which is exceedingly full and 
elaborate, not only makes the necessary 
provisions for building the canal, but it 
creates a government for the zone, with 
an Executive, courts, police, and a sys- 
tem of taxation. This purpose is accom- 
plished in the main by the simple expedi- 
ent of drawing upon the Revised Statutes 
of the United States for the necessary 
and applicable provisions of law. 

The commission provided for in the 
bill is to'consist of twenty members ap- 
pointed by the President, one-half from 
each party. That seems to us to be too 
cumbersome a body. The present com- 
mission appointed under the Spooner act 
consists of seven members. Cannot seven 
able men do this work? Compensation is 
authorized at the rate of $5,000 per an- 
num, and $50 for every day actually de- 
voted to the work. A member of the 
commission giving his full time to his 
duties would thus draw about $20,000 
per annum, a stim not too great for serv- 
ices of the quality required, but Congress 
may take a different view of the matter. 
The commission is authorized to prepare 
plans, advertise for bids, and execute a 
contract for the construction of the canal, 
accepting that bid which in its judgment 
is the best. It would doubtless be well 
that the contract should have the ap- 
proval of the President or of the Secre- 
tary of War. In the Spooner act the 
President is authorized to cause the con- 
tract to be made. The commission’s pow- 
ers, aside from those which relate to the 
immediate work of building the canal, 
are expressly defined. It would not bt a 
legislative body, but would make such 
ordinances in respect to police, sanita- 
tion, excise, and other subjects as are 
necessary for public welfare on the Isth- 
mus. A District Court of the United 
States is to be created for,the zone on 
the Isthmus, and the President is to ap- 
point a Judge having such powers as are 
vested in Circuit and District Judges of 
the United States. The laws at present in 
force en the Isthmus, so far as they are 
not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and the laws of the United States, are 
to be continued until repealed or modi- 
fied, 

It is to be remembered that in the 
treaty Panama grants to the United 
States all the rights and powers it would 
possess if it was the sovereign of the 
territory, to the exclusion of all sovereign 
rights of Panama. The Harrison bill, 
therefore, treats the zone as “ territory 
of the United States,” which Was the 
language employed by the Supreme 
Court in the insular cases relating to 
Porto Rico. The zone is Made a customs 
cecllection and internal revenue collection 
district of the United States, and our 
tariff laws and internal revenue laws are 
extended to it. It is provided, however, 
that no duty shall be collected on goods 
the product of the United States. Under 
the insular case decision no duties could 
be collected on goods the product of the 
zone entered in United States ports. The 
commiésion is to establish a code of local 
government democratic in form in the 
towns and villages, granting to them as 
large @ measure of autonomy as is com- 
patible with public peace and the security 
of property. Exception will at once be 
taken to the section which authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
bends for the construction of the canal 
and for the expense of administration in 


! 
the zone to an amount not exceeding | near talking the language that might be | 


$250,000,000, and bearing interest at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum. The canal 
may cést $250,000,000, but it is unlikely 
that such a bond issue would now be au- 
thorized. The Spooner act authorized an 
iesue of $130,000,000 of 2 per cent. bonds. 
When 2 per cent. bonds of the United 
States ¢an be sold at a premium it would 
appear to be unnecessary to fix the rate 
of intérest on the canal bonds at 3 per 
cent. 

The Harrison bill may find some favor 
with the committee notwithstanding the 
fact that it was introduced from the 


opposition side, In details, of course, it 
Would be subject to many changes, but it 
seems in substance and in its general 
provisions to offer the basis and suggest 
the form of a law that would meet the 
views of the commission, so far as they 
have been made known, and would ac- 
complish the work of building the canal 
end creating a satisfactory government 
in the zone. 


® THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 
There is no doubt that the statesmen 
of all the chief nations of Europe are 
deeply anxious as to the possibility of 
war between two or more of these na- 
tions growing out of the contest in the 
Far East. The two Powers immediately 
in danger are France and Great Britain. 
The former has an alliance with Russia, 
{ the exact terms of which have not form- 
ally been made public, but which is gen- 
erally understood to require either party 
to come to the aid of the other if the 
other is attacked by a third Power. It 
is not quite clear whether the provision 
is against attack only, or operates when- 
ever either nation is at war with two 
others, nor is it known whether the Pow- 
} ers included in the understanding are 
definitely named; but M. DEeLCcasse has 
| declared that no action on the part of 
i China or Korea would require France to 
} intervene to aid Russia. On the other 
| hand, Great Britain has a treaty with 
| Japan of practically the same nature. 
| What is feared is, if either Japan or 
Russia should be badly hurt in the pend- 
} ing war, that some accident, some out- 
| puret of popular passion not contem- 
i plated by the treaty, might involve Great 
Britain on the one hand or France on 
the other, in which case war between 
' these two Powers would be almost in- 
} evitable. 

It is not likely that Russia will call in 
the aid of France if she can possibly 
avoid it, because she has more to fear 
from the hostility of Great Britain, 
with its powerful fleet, than she could 
gain from the succor France could give. 
Japan would have no such! restraining 
sentiment as to involving Great Britain, 
for the aid she could get would be far 
greater than the risk she ran from any- 
thing France could do. Indeed, should 
Japan be seriously worsted, the help of 
Great Britain would be about all that 
could save her from political destruction. 
And it would be a tremendous blow to 
the prestige of Great Britain in the 
Orient—where prestige is practically nec- 
essary to the preservation of her domin- 
ion—should she be unable or unwilling 
to save her acknowledged ally from ruin. 
That is a consideration that involves the 
vast Indian Empire, the extensive Brit- 
ish interests in China, and, indirectly, 
the safety of the Australasian colonies. 
There are grave and experienced states- 
men in England who regard the fight of 
Japan against Russia ‘as a fight for life 
not only for Japan, but for Great Brit- 
ain. Great Britain will keep out of it if 
she can, but Englishmen are asking if 
in any way she really can keep out of it 
should the complete defeat of Japan be 
threatened. 

In these conditions it becomes su- 
premely important for Great Britain that 
France should if possible be kept from 
taking part with Russia, and The Spec- 
tator of London submits the proposition 
that the only way in which this can be 
done is substantially for Great Britain 
to let it be known to France that, the 
case requiring, she is prepared to be- 
come the ally of France in lieu of Russia. 

That looks like a fanciful proposition at 
present, but there are contingencies pos- 
sible in which it might be considered se- 
riously. As The Spectator in effect puts 
it, the alliance with Russia was in the 
nature of insurance to France that in 
ease she should become involved in war 
with Germany, she would be safe from 
any interference by a third Power. It 
was the answer of Russia and France 
to the Triple Alliance. Undoubtedly 
such insurance would be even more val- 
uable to France from Great Britain than 
from Russia, and such an alliance would 
be of much greater importance in its in- 
direct influence. The trade relations of 
Russia and France are of no great value, 
nor have they been improved by the 
alliance. The trade of France and Great 
Britain with each other is of greater 
value than the trade of either with any 
other single country. Nor have they 
anywhere in the world interests that are 
necessarily in conflict. They stand for 
substantially the same things in civili- 
zation, and, largely, against Russian 
aims and ideals. An alliance between 
them would not only promote peace with 
each other, but 
keeping the peace of the world. There 
are immense difficulties in the way of 
the proposed change, but there are also 
very great interests to be served by its 
achievement. Its mere suggestion by a 
paper of the importance and influence 
of The Spectator is significant.

The fact that the joining of the oppo- 
site ends of the Hudson River tunnel, if 
not already accomplished, is imminent, 
will perhaps surprise a great many peo- 

i ple who have not followed the progress of 
this work during the past year. It is not 
long since the opening of communication 

t under the bed of this great river would 

} have been an event of momentous local 

} significance. But we are becoming so 

| used to great undertakings and astound- 
ing engineering achievements that they 

{ claim searcely more than an item in the 

| daily news record. As a matter of fact, 
the difficulties of the achievement of a 
subfluvial tunnel were overcome long 
| ago, and it is now work of a kind which 
can be done by contract with the cer- 
tainty that competitive bids will be sub- 
| mitted whenever asked for. But the 
| work has had a history, and in that his- 
tory will be found a synopsis of Ameri- 
can engineering development during the 
past thirty years. It was originally un- 
dertaken by an English company, and 
with English contractors. It was a fail- 
ure, and a second attempt to build it 
| was made in connection with a scheme 
to make it an aqueduct to bring an addi- 
| tional water supply for lower New York 
from the lakes and rivers of Northern 
New Jersey. This was subsequently 
abandoned. The third and successful at- 
tempt to build it was made about two 
years ago by the New York and New 
Jersey Railroad Company. That the 
work was prematurely initiated is now 
evident. What was then impracticable, 
both from the engineering and the finan- 
cial point of view, is now a simple mat- 
ter, to be done or not as the public re- 
guirement may demani. Insteall of stop- 
ping at the river front as originally pro- 
posed it will be carried under the streets 
of the city to Eighth Avenue, and per- 
haps to Sixth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Etreet. 

The completed tunnel under the river 
will consist of two steel tubes, of which 
that on the upper, or north, side is the 
one first finished. The other is partially 
bored, but it will probably be a year be- 
fore the trolley service between” New 
, York and New Jersey is established. To 
realize that a work of this kind can be 
carried to successful completion without 
accidents and almost without attracting 
as much public attention as would be 
bestowed upon a commonplace ‘accident 
of the streets, gives one a very correct 
idea of the high development of practical 
engineering in this country.

I am asked, Why not promise independ- 
ent government to the Filipinos? Because, 
if you do, then just as surely as the sun 
risés a delegation will appear before you 
within thrée weeks asking whether that 
independence is to come in six months or a

year. The demagogues and the elements 
of the population on which they work are 
not interested in an independence which is 
coming after they are dead. 7 


Mr. Tarr is a gentleman who stands as 
high as any of those who are pressing 
the petition. He-is a jurist of excellent 
repute. He has been the Governor of the 
Philippines and has had ample opportu- 
nity to learn, has, indeed, been compelled 
to learn, the actual situaticn there. His 
guiding principle from the start, pro- 
foundly believed in by him and by the 
President of the United States, has been 
“the Philippines for the Filipinos.” Very 
much has been accomplished in the ap- 
plication of this principle. The comple- 
tion of the task, he believes, would be 
imperiled by the promise of independence. 
We have no doubt that he is right and 
that the eminent gentlemen of the com- 
mittee are in error. 


“HIS OWN VINE AND FIG TREE.” 

Mr. CARNEGIE has possibly forgotten 
the textual geography of the Scriptures 
doubtless familiar to him in his youth, 
but his political economy is all right. 
We do not recall that it was a “law 
which CHRIST announced—that man shall 
sit under his own vine and his own fig 
tree,”” but it was one of the glories of the 
Wise King that “ Judah and Israel dwelt 
safely every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree from Dan to Beer- 
sheba all the days of SoLomon.”” And un- 
questionably that ancient prosperity, 
like the prosperity of modern times, de- 
pended not ‘‘on the property of race or 
tribe,” but on every man’s “ own individ- 
ual property.” 

Mr. CARNEGIE couples this declaration 
of sound economic principle with a broad 
and iritelligent statement of the duty 
which is imposed upon the prosperous 
man, the trusteeship which men like 
PETER CooPpER and ABRAM 8S. HEWITT 
acknowledged and executed generously 
and wisely, and, had modesty not forbid- 
den, he might have added the name of 
one who is, we believe, trying faithfully 
to use his vast wealth “for the good of 
others.” One of the advamtages of the 
system of individual property developed 
under the stimulus and guidance of per- 
sonal interest is that its distribution for 
altruistic purposes is controlled by indi- 
vidual intelligence and skill and benevo- 
lence, and not by the limited and con- 
fused discretion of some representative 
body. The enlightened philanthropist, 
whose wealth is the product of individ- 
ual effort and individual ownership, 
brings to the use of his means the same 
brain that enabled him to acquire them. 
In the one process as in the other the 
community has the benefit of the best 
minds acting up to the highest level of 
efficiency, a thing of which the com- 
munistic idea precludes the possibility. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~—With the passionate denunciation of 
so-called fads in the public schools in 
which so many people are indulging now- 
adays, we have only the most tepid of 
sympathy—when it isn’t an actual an- 
tipathy—for most of the “‘ fads’ have their 
very practical uses, and of few, indeed, 
of them can worse be said than that 
they are too much of a good thing or 
a good thing in a wrong time or 
place. We do think, however, that the 
teacher whose letter we published yes- 
terday touched upon a real, ahd perhaps 
the gravest, weakness in our public schbol 
system when she complained of) the large 
amount of school work which the pupils, 
large and small alike, are compelled to do 
out of schoo] hours. We all hear much, 
and well might hear more, about the evil 
effects of “child labor,’’ but the phrase 
always refers to labor for money in fac- 
tories or stores. Yet children can as easily 
be overworked in schools as in the other 
places, and the results upon their health 
of mind and body are much the same in 
both cases. Study is work for any one, 
and it is the very hardest kind of work for 
the immature and untrained brains of chil- 
dren. Four or five hours a day of les- 
son preparation and recitation are quite 
enough for them—quite as’ much as can 
safely be imposed upon ordinary pupils— 
quite as much as are likely to be profit- 
able to any pupils not of exceptional en- 
durance and mental ability. The work of 
weariness is never well done, and that if 
exhaustion is destructive waste. Those of 
us who can remember the New England 
schools of forty years ago know that they 
were pretty bad schools, according to mod- 
ern ideas of pedagogy, for the discipline 
was often harsh and the amount of “ learn- 
ing by heart’? that went on was lament- 
ably great, but those schools did, teach 
thoroughly the essentials of a ‘“ common 
education,’’ and they did it for the most 
part within the regular hours of the two 
daily sessions. The smaller children did no 
studying whatever at home, and the bigger 
ones very little until the time came—for 
some of them-—seriously to ‘“‘ prepare for 
college.”” And some of us who went to 
those schools are prejudiced enough to be- 
lieve that their pupils advanced as 
fast and as far as do the products 
of the new-fashioned educational mills, 
where home study, and lots of it, 
is the invariable rule. Moreover, the 
home study makes the adult members of a 
family almost as miserable as it does the 
children, for its usual effect is to turn some 
of them into supplementary teachers, and 
to give the rest an unhappy feeling that 
they ought so to transmogrify themselves, 
It is, therefore, a nuisance to those for 
whom it is not a danger, and we agree 
with our correspondent in holding it rather 
worse than useless as a means of acquiring 
knowledge. 


—An essential difference usually to be 
seen in comparing Nérthern with Southern 
resorts to mob violence is well illustrated 
by this week’s happenings at Springfield. 
The lynching of the man Drxon was the 
ordinary event of its kind, and might have 
occurred anywhere where the constituted 
authorities Were too cowardly, too ignorant, 
or too vicious to do their duty and enforce 
respect for the law, but the subsequent 
reduction to ashes of a whole quarter of 
the town simply because it harbored a 
large number of negroes, good, bad, and in- 
different, evidenced a form and intensity 
of the true race hostility that is not, con- 
trary to common impressions, at all preva- 
lent in the South. It was manifested in 
New Orleans at the time of the war with 
Sicilians, but the negroes, as such, do not 
as often excite it there as in the North. 
The Southerners will lynch an individual 
negro, guilty or suspected of crime, but it 
is rare for them to express for the negroes 
as a race even as much hat as has sev- 
eral times been shown wit recent yeafs 
by ‘white roughs over on Sixth Avenue in 
this city. The causé of the difference is 
not far to seek. Few Northerners have a 
personal acquaintance with any negroes, 


and almost none of them bi ae sarod We 
are therefore much more likely to view 
them as a whole, and to ascribe to all the 
vices or faults of one, than are the South- 
erners, with their necessary knowledge 
that negroes differ among themselves as 
much as white men do. And for that mat- 
ter, a Northerner in the South is much 
more likely to be struck by general patience 
of the Southerners with negro peculiarities 
of irresponsibility or laziness than by any 
indications of undue sevefity. The negro 
in the\South, so long as he keeps within a 
certain line, can do with impunity many 
things that would get a black man or wo- 
man into instant and serious trouble in the 
North, A recent visitor in Charleston, who 
went there expecting to find the negroes 
ruled with a'rod of iron in that most South- 
ern of Southern cities, soon came almost 
to the conclusion that they were not ruled 
at\all, and was frequently tempted to ex- 
postulate with his hosts about their exces- 
sive leniency toward the black children of 
all ages from one to ninety years. 


——To capture a freshman and paint his 
downy face with nitrate of silver is an act 
of the sort usually described by the ve- 
hement foes of hazing as “ cowardly,"’ and 
yet it will be noticéd that the Cornell fresh- 
men who were subjected to that hideous 
outrage, instead of clamoring for the life 
blood of the sophomores, are petitioning 
the Cornell ‘Faculty not to do anything 
desperate in vindication of their outraged 
dignity, but to let the matter pass with a 
severe reprimand—at which everybody con- 
cerned will broadly grin. Of course, this 
does not prove that it is a nice thing to 
paint the faces of freshmen with nitrate 
of silver, but it does hint that the atrocity 
of a good deal of hazing is merely imagined 
by those who have never suffered from the 
practice. The fact is that hazing is the 
natural play of young human animals. 
They enjoy it, and presumably they profit 
by it, so long as it does not degenerate into 
something else and worse. That it can and 
often does so degenerate is lamentably true, 
but so are carving knives used for the com- 
mission of murder, and even the love that 
makes the world go round has its danger- 
ous and unpleasant possibilities. 


WILL SOLVE IT FOR THEMSELVES.

It is doubtful if 
they would cost more than glass pipes, con- 
sidering the great difference in weight and 
greater ease of manufacture. A gold main 
would be the ideal conduit for under- 
ground distribution.

FORESEES A YELLOW PERIL. 


Present Conflict Might Lead China 
Against the®Anglo-Saxon. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Flushed with preliminary victories, 
Japan's statesmen are doubtless dreaming 
of a great Mongolian empire in the Far 
East; but Russia’s enormous reserve 
strength, which her diminutive but plucky 
antagonist cannot match, must win in the 
end, even if by the “attrition”’ tactics, so 
much relied upon by Gen. Grant in the 
American civil war. 

To the student’s prophetic eye the pres- 
ent struggle is but a prologue to the far 
more imposing drama of war sooner or 
later to ensue, whose theatre will be East- 
ern and Cer.tral Asia and whose dramatis 
personae will embra¢e the armies and na- 
vies of the mightiest nations of the earth. 
Sooner or later the Anglo-Saxon and the 
Slay must grapple for ascendency in the 
Far East in a sanguinary struggle between 
antipodal types of civilization. Sooner or 
later the Anglo-Saxon—for who doubts that 
the Anglo-Saxon brow will wear the bay of 
victory in the final test of strength with 
the Slav—must meet the problems of @ pos- 
sible yellow peril—a struggle of races. 

The contest may be long and fierce—the 
issue was foreseen before hostilities began. 
In all probability the puny hand of Japan 


eannot stay the giant hand of Russia, Most 
certainly England, not improbably the 
United States—very likely these two powers 
in league will pronounce the ultimate “ thus 
far and no farther” to Russia’s, voracious 
march of dominion. Japan worsted, Rus- 
Sia will undoubtedly cling to Manchuria— 
perhaps acquire Korea—and then turn again 
to imperil the British Empire by attemfptin 

to gain a foothold in Tibet, or the covete 

outlet to the Persian Gulf. When the inev- 
itable great struggle comes; when Slav 
and Anglo-Saxon stake all upon the for- 
tunes of war in Asia—that will be no local 
conflict, but a universal epic of battle. 

Assuming the final triumph of the Anglo. 
Saxon over the Slav, the victor is foreseen 
entering China, peopled with one-fourth 
the whole human family, bearing the open 
lamp of Occidental enlightenment and de- 
velopment, as it were, into a vast powder 
magazirte of Mongolian menace. Taught to 
cultivate the arts of war and peace by 
Western models, how long ere sleeping 
China awakes to a realization of her 
strength, turns upon and -rends her would- 
be benefactors, and, employing in menace 
the weapons she will have been taught to 
use in beneficence, sweep over Asia, cross 
into and overrun [Burope, and repeat the 
terrors of the invasion of the Tartar hordes 
under Genghis Khan and Timour.

‘RUSSIA AND. DEFEAT. 


Loss of This War Not Likely to Hum. 
ble Her. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

What will happen to Russia if she is de« 
feated in her present struggle is a question 
that is attracting unusual attention. There 
is much doubt in the minds of some as to 
her future position as a world power if 
cefeated, but it seems certain that with 
Japan victorious, Russia will lose not only 
Manchuria but the hope of securing Korea 
and Mongolia, while her influence in the 
remainder of the continent of Asia, out- 
side of Siberia, will amount to little. Eng- 


land's held upon India and her position in 
Tibet and . Afghanistan will thus —be 
strengthened. 

It also appears reasonable to believe that 
Russia's prestige. in the Balkans will de- 
cline to a serious extent, and that her 
long-cherished dream of securing Constan- 
tinople and the Bosphorous will be dis- 
pelled. Ausiria and Germany, in that ease, | 
will become the dominant powers in the 
Balkans, with Russia only an onlooker. In | 
the north her supposed plan to secure a | 
foothold in Scandinavia and an _ ice-free 
port on the Atlantic will be balked. { 

But a graver defeat for Russia would be 
found within the limits of her own terri- 
tory. It is a well-known fact that the peo- 
le of Rusisa were far from being a unit 
n their desire for war with Japan. In 
case of a defeat, an uprising of the dissat- 
isfied elements might spread with such 
far-reaching results as to cause a com- 
lete change in the form of government, 
t is barely possible that a constitutional 
monarchy for Russia may be the final re- 
sult of the present struggle. 

in connection with the defeat of Russia 
and ber relegation, as a possible conse- 
quence, to the position of a second-class 
ee another interesting question arises. 
Vould Russia's friends—notably France and 
Germuany—permit her to fall back into-the 
position of a second-rate power? This 
seems hardly probable. Russia’s decline 
means the further advance of England; and 
neither France nor Germany, owing to the 
jealousy they have of her, would be likely 
to feel content to see England secure a 

reater advantage than she now has. It 
$s more than robable, therefore, that 
through the influence of Germany and 
France Russia’ will continue to remain a 
world ‘power, even though defeated by 
Javan in the present war. 

There is, too, still another reason to be- 
lieve that Russia will never be humbled to 
the rank of a second-rate power, though 
meeting defeat 2t the hands of Japan. Her 
vast territorial possessions, situated, as 
they are, in a most advantageous and stra- 
tegic position, between Europe and Asia, 
gives her a commanding position. The re- 
sources of this country are also practically 
unlimited, and the reserve force of its geo 


ple is immernfe. E. B.

History records these facts: First, that 
England was the nation, next to Spain, to 
accord to the Confederate States belligerent 


rights; second, that England, owing to a 
quasi neutrality, allowed steam vessels to 
be fitted out at her ports and operated as 
blockade runners, with a rendezvous at 
Nassau, New Providence, to carry aid to 
the Confederate States; third, under this 
same quasi neutrality England fitted out on 
the Clyde four vessels, to be used as pri- 
vateers to prey on the maritime commerce 
of the Northern States. 

Pledged by_a mortgage on a cotton crop 
by the Confederate States, these four steam 
vessels were built, equipped with armament 
and stores, manned with British seamen, 
and were sent, with tenders, to the Azores, 
where they were transferred to the Con- 
federate officers awaiting them.

SIEGFRIED AT THE OPERA 


Third Performance in the Special 
Nibelungen Cycle. 


Mr. Burgstaller Reappears as the Young 
Siegfried and Mme. Ternina: 
as Bruennhilde. 


The third drama in the cycle of ‘“‘ The 
Ring of the Nibelung” was reached last 
evening at the Opera House when “ Sieg- 
fried’’ was given before a large and un- 
commonly appreciative audience. The per- 
formance was on a considerably higher 
level than that of “ Die Walkiire"’ last 
Saturday evening in respect of the spirit 
that animated it, though it was not with- 
out a number of technical defects that 
might have given pause to an audience 
less enthusiastically disposed, and that 
were largely due to insufficient rehearsal. 
There was roughness in the orchestra, and 
at times it was sadly at odds with itself. 
The cast differed from that of the one 
previous performance of “Siegfried” that 
has been given this season in the substitu, 
tion of Mr. Burgstaller and Mme. Ternina 
for Mr. Kraus and Mme. Gadski. 

Mr. Burgstaller’s Siegfried, as it was 
made known here last year, is an excellent 
impersonation; his appearance in the part is 
in his favor: he is lithe and active, and 
presents the suggestion of youth and inex- 
haustible spirits as few have done here in 
recent years. There are still mannerisms 
and certain poses and attitudes in his act- 
ing thai are out of place, but they are less 
pronounced than they were at his first ap- 
pearance last year. He sings the music in- 
spiritingly, but it could not be said that he 
was in his best voice last evening. And he 
suffered some disconcerting accidents. One 
of the cuts in the music of the forge song 
in the first act caught him unawares, but 
the connection was established without a 
noticeable break. More unfortunate was 
his appearance in the second act without 
his horn, which made it necessary for him 
to turn his back to the audience to conceal 
the lack of it in going through the motions 
of blowing his call, which was judiciously 
shortened. Later the instrument was hand- 
ed to him and he let it be seen as well as 
heard. 

Mr. Van Rooy’s Wanderer had all the 
authority and dignity that are so well re- 
membered in the part, but his voice, espe- 
cially in the first act, showed the same 
roughness and harshness that it did on 
Saturday. There is no better impersona- 
tion of Mime than Mr. Reiss’s, which is the 


very embodiment of the character, and Mr. 
Goritz’s Alberich is also extremely effect- 
ive. Miss Walker sang the music of Erda 
and Miss Lemon that of the bird. 

Mme. Ternina’s noble and beautiful rep- 
resentation of the awakened Briinnhilde is 
unchanged in its essential features. It is 
one of the finest that is to be seen to-day 
in its lofty dignity and womanly _ tender- 
ness, and her long absence from this part 
made her reappearance one of the most 
notable features of the representation. 

Mr. Mottl conducted, and though the or- 
chestra was not infrequently rough, he se- 
cured some remarkable effects from it, and 
infused pulsating life into the whole per- 
formance. There was great and unusual 
enthusiasm after the first act, and the 
singers were recalled before the curtain a 
dozen times, Mr. Mottl finally joining them 
and being received with special acclama- 
tions. 


DR. STRAUSS AGAIN CONDUCTS. 


His “ Don Quixote” and “ Till Eulenspie- 
gel” Played. 


Dr. Richard Strauss made his third ap- 
pearance before an orchestra in this city 
yesterday afternoon, when the “ Strauss 
Festival’’ was continued. Circumstances 
had compelled a postponement of the new 
“‘ Symphonia Domestica ’—its difficulty and 
the lack of sufficient time for rehearsal— 
and the programme therefore offered a 
repetition of the “‘ Don Quixote” that was 
played at the second concert last week, and 
the “ Till Eulenspiegel,”’ both conducted 
by the composer. Mme. Strauss-de Ahna 


was also down to sing seven of her hus-\ 


band’s songs, three with the accompani- 
ments arranged for orchestra, and four in 
their original state, with the accompani- 
ments played on the piano by Dr. Strauss. 

It was evident that this was his own con- 
cert, and that in its preparation he had 


taken matters into his own hands more 
vigorously than he had before, He succeed- 
ed in impressing himself more definitely 
upon the men before him than he had in 
either of the previous concerts, and in ob- 
taining results more nearly commensurate 
with the demands and possibilities of his 
scores, He conducted with more energy 
and authority, and the results were unmis- 
takable in the quality of the performance. 
The ‘‘Don Quixote” went with greater 
peceion and freedom, qualities that are 
»0th necessary in showing forth its roman- 
tic, fantastic traits—there must be some- 
thing of the effect of an improvisation in 
it, in the sudden and complete changes of 
mood, the vividness and directness of its 
portrayal. 

Its technical difficulties must be so en- 
tirely mastered as not to hamper the full 
and free expression of it all. There was 
room for more mastery and flexibility than 
characterized this performance, but it was 
a great improvement over the previous one. 
There was a greater certainfy in all its ele- 
ments, a greater clearness in the exposition 
of the complications of the music, a surer 
touch everywhere noticeable. Mr. Casals 
again played the long and elaborate svlo 
passages for the violoncello. The wind 
machine was this time put into the or- 
chestra instead of behind an open door as 
it was last week, but it was still almost 
inaudible—and an inaudible wind machine 
surely cannot be a part of the composer's 
intentions for the remarkably ingenious 
section of the work in which it occurs. 

Dr. Strauss’s ‘‘ Till Eulenspiegel’ is a 
sort of complement in its delineation of the 
Teutonic rascal’s adventures to that of the 
Spanish nobleman’s, is in some ways one of 
its composer’s most successful achieve- 
ments, one of his most spontaneous, in 
which his enormous technical skill has not 
obscured or overlaid the spirit in which he 
has gone to work; one of the most pungent- 
ly characteristic, one of the most humor- 
ously suggestive. And with all its un- 
quenchable drollery and all its baroque ex- 
travagance, the really musical element in 
it is, as it is not in ‘“ Don Quixote,” always 
the controlling one. In “ Till Eulenspiegel ” 
the composer never deliberately abandons 
music in“his search for expression. The per- 
formance yesterday was a fine one. There 
has been more brilliant response given to 
the technical demands of the music, but the 
keenly humorous sense was uppermost in 
Dr. Strauss’s reading as in few others that 
have been heard here. It was subtly indi- 
cated, but unmistakable, and he succeeded 
in raising this quality in his music to its 
highest power. 

Between the two larger works was put 
the love scene from the opera of ‘“* Feuers- 
noth,” a brilliant orchestral episode that 
Mr. Paur some years ago played at one of 
the Philharmonic Society’s cencerts. It is 
clearly music that needs the stage and the 
scene for its proper surroundings, but it is 
effective as heard yesterday, and it was 
enthusiastically applauded. Dr. 
was easily induced to repeat it. 

Mme, Strauss-de Ahna again selected 
some of the less familiar of her husband’s 
songs. “‘Meinem Kinde,” ‘“‘ Muttertinde- 
lei,” and “ Wiegenlied” were provided, 
with orchestral accompaniments, * Al- 
lersalen,’’ one of the better known; “ Be- 
freit,”” a noble and impassioned piece of 
declamation: “QO Susser Mai,” and 
“Kling: ’’ were given with piano accom- 
poammnent. The last two were repeated. It 
s nut possible to speak with much more 
praise of Mme. Strauss-de Ahna’s singing 
than it was at her first appearance. The 
voice has little beauty, the phrasing is 
frequently imperfect. But she is at home 
in the spirit of the songs. There was a 
large audience at this concert, a consider- 
ably larger one than greeted either of Dr. 
Sirauss’s previous appearances,

“Das dunkle Thor” of Felix Philippi is 
@ play which treats with admirable seri- 
ousness, if not with success, a character- 
istic sin of the modern promoter, in Ger- 
many and elsewhere. A tunnel is being 
run through a mountain. From the outset 
the chief engineer has argued that the 
project is impossible, and as the work 
progresses the floods of water encoun- 
tered threaten not only the enterprise but 
the life of the workmen. The promoter, 
like the landlord of anecdotal fame, hap- 
pens to need the money, and, being @ life- 
jong benofactor and friend of the engineer, 
(Bonn,) induces him to swear before the 
authorities that the work 1s safe and other- 
wise advisable. But just as the work- 
people assemble to celebrate the continu- 
ance of the enterprise, which means wealth 
and importance to the town, the engineer's 
conscience overcomes him, and he cries 
out the truth to the assembled multitude. 
It is a vividly theatric scene, and it is fol- 
lowed by a-popular turmoil that ends, in a 
manner sufficiently melodramatic in the 
biowing up of the tunnel amid a vast stage 
racket and the emission of much steam 
across the back drop.

The play suggests Ibsen in its subject, 
and Bjérnson ‘n its episodic theatricality. 
But in its development it is third class. 
The motive which pushes the engineer to 
falsehood is nothing more than a threat 
of suicide on the part of the promoter. A 
Sane man would have stayed by him until 
he saw clear again. In other respects ihe 
struggle of wills is lacking in inevitability, 
which is the same as saying that it is lack- 
ing in inteliectual purport. In many an en- 
terprise a temptation ‘to such dishonesty is 
to be palliated, extenuated, all but ex- 
cused by motives of a large expediency. It 
is only in such a case that there are the 
elements of sound brains. The love story 
is a flimsily related episode.

Herr Bonn did not play with his custom- 
ary force. It was whispered about rather 
loudly that he was disgruntled at the small- 
ness of his audience.

How many inversions 
of veracity may be contained in the bill 
poster entitled “‘As Others See Us,” which 
is so big just now in the public eye, we do 
not know.

Diva Is Reported to Have Made 
$200,000 on American Trip.

MANAGEMENT LOSES MONEY 


—_—— 
No Five of Conried’s Stars Combined 
Are Said Not to Have Had So 
Profitable a Season. 


Special to The New York Times. , 
DALLAS, Texas, March 9.—Mme. Patti 
this afternoon canceled her date to sing at 
Dallas to-morrow night. She gave no rea- 
Son and simply had telegrams sent from 
Louisville, Ky., that she was on her way 
East to catch an eastern-bound steamship 
at New York on Saturday next and would 
sing no more in America, All the railroads 
entering Dallas had put on excursion rates, 
which this evening had to be declared off. 
Hundreds of Opera House tickets had been 
sold at from $2 to $10 each and the money 
is being refunded. 


Now after Mme. Patti has sung in forty 
concerts in a tour that extended over about 
five months, the management of the tour 
finds itself about $25,000 loser. Not so the 
prima donna. She will carry back to her 
castle in Wales the neat little sum of 
$200,000, probably the easiest fifth of a 
million a singer ever made. Having de- 
cided to cut her tour short by seven or 
eight concerts, she is now on her way from 
Hot Springs, Ark., to New York, and will 
arrive here to-morr$w morning. 

A man in a position to know all about the 
pay that singers receive ‘said yesterday 
that probably no five singers in America, 
even including the brightest of Mr. Con- 
ried’s stars, had made as much money as 
Mme. Patti since she gave her first con- 
cert last Fall. With her years her judg- 
ment in making contracts has increased, 
and the one under which she came to this 
country this season ig the best—from her 
standpoint—she has ever signed. 

The $25,000 lost was not lost by Robert 
Grau. He is the visible member of the 
“management,” but there were others be- 


hind. Lately, though, the men behind, hav- 
ing come to the conclusion that they had 
sunk enough shekels in Mme. Patti, man- 
aged to disconnect themselves from the 
impresario, and he has been going it alone. 

A fact that few have known thus far is 
that Robert Grau, when he made the con- 
tract with Mme. Patti, agreeing to put up 
a deposit of $40,000, did not have the money 
on hand. He went ahead boldly, made the 
agreement, and then sent to work to ob- 
tain some “ backers.”” He prevailed on 
some men of wealth to advance $25,000. 
With Mme. Patti’s consent, they were 
we to withdraw altogether and let Mr. 

rau paddle his own canoe. 

hen the prima donna ‘reached Hot 
Springs, Ark., she had finished a week of 
very slim attendances. In Chicago, In- 
dianapolis, and Louisville the people were 
not so anxious to hear her voice as the 
singer and her manager thought they 
should have been. The al concerts in the 
tour were to take place in Louisiana and 
Texas. There, where Mme. Patti has not 
been heard befcre, the impresario hoped to 
make up what he had lost and have a little 
left over. But he was summoned by the 
diva and notified that she would prefer to 
cancel all. the remaining dates. She did 
not demand the cancelation, but she said 
she would like it better that way. Mr. 
Grau agreed. 

An interesting coinctdence is that the last 
time Mme, Patti came to this country—it 
was about ten years ago—the financial 
Status of herself and the manager was 
about the same at the end of her tour as it 
is at the end of this one. Marcus Mayer 
directed her tour that time, and he came 
out behind. But she, the far-seeing Baron- 
ess, went home, as she will soon, with a 
large sum to her credit. 


DEATH OF EX-JUSTICE DYKMAN. 


Long Service of the Westchester Jurist 
on the Bench. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. ¥., March 9.—Ex- 
Supreme Court Justice Jackson O. Dykman 
died at his home here to-day after a long 
illness. Justice Kelly adjourned the Su- 
preme Court as a mark of respect. Before 
adjournment John M. Digney and President 
Wilson Brown, Jr., of the Westchester Bar 
association made eulogistic addresses. The 
funeral will be held at the ex-Justice’s late 
home, at 11 o'clock Saturday morning. 


Justice Jackson Qdell Dykman retired 
from the Supreme bench because of at- 
taining the age limit of seventy years on 
Jan. 1, 1897. @ was born in May, 1826, on 
the farm of his father, John Dykman. at 
Patterson, Putnam County, and came from 
Revolutionary ancestry, one of his great- 

ndfathers having been a Captain in the 
War for Independence. He studied at the 
Peekskill Academy, now a military school, 
but then largely under Quaker influence, 
and afterward entered the law office of 
William Nelson in that village, Mr. Nelson 


being District Attorney of Westchester 
County. The future Supreme Court Justice 
at this riod also taught school in Win- 
ters in Peekskill until 1849, when he was 
admitted to the bar in Brooklyn. He then 
established himself in practice in his na- 
tive county at Cold Spring, a few miles 
north of Peekskill, ahd ipectly across the 
river from West Point. @ remained there 
until 1866, when he moved to White Plains, 
where he has since made his home. 
hile at Cold Spring he was chosen as 

9, School Commissioner, giving much atten- 
tion to the duties of the office, and in 1861 
he was elected District Attorney of Put- 
nam county, holding office for three years. 
At White Plains he, too, came attorney 
for New York City in the matter of water 
supply, and succeeded in securing several 
lakes and other water privileges of great 
value to the municipality, and upon gain- 
ing higher official honors he was succeed- 
ed ir. this work by his younger son, Henry 
T. Dykman of White Plains, who carried it 
on for more than twenty years, 

Justice Dykman was elected to the Su- 

eme Court in the ong m trict in 1875, 
aving served from 1 t as District 
Attorney of Westchester County. He re- 
ceived a large vote, and, though a Demo- 
crat, was renominated in by both of 
the great parties. His district was second 
only to New York in population, compris- 
ing as it did the Counties of Richmond, 
Suffolk, Queens, ings, estchester, 
Orange, Rockland, Putnam, ahd Dutchess, 
and including the old City of Brooklyn. 
Upon taking office he inaugurated the 
holding of Special Term Sessions in White 
Plains every Saturday, hen he would 
hear motions and short trials without jur- 
ies, the innovation ving a great con- 
venience both to lawyers and their clients. 
Justice Dykman in 1850 married Miss Em- 
ily Trowbridge of Peekskill, who bore him 
five children, one of whom is William Nel- 
son Dykman of Brooklyn. 


DEATH OF ROBERT TABER. 


Actor and Divorced Husband of Julia 
Marlowe Dies at Saranac Lake. 


SARANAC LAKE, N, Y., March 9.—Rob- 
ert Taber, the actor and divorced husband 
of Julia Marlowe, died here last night. 


Robert Taber was born on Staten Island 
in 1865. His father was a well-known cot- 
ton merchant of this city. The young man 
received his early education in New York, 
and was afterward graduated from Prince- 
ton. 

Mr. Taber's first professjonal work was 


with Mme. Modjeska in ‘ You Like It”’ 
in. 1886, when he played Ivius with so 
much success that Modjeska engaged him 
for her company, Subsequently he appeared 
in the com anies head by Mrs, John 
Drew and Richar sfield, In the sea- 
son of 1888 and 1 -he j ined Julia Mar- 
lowe’s company.

ERASTUS DOW PALMER DEAD. 


Sculptor Dies at His Albany Home of 
Old Age.

ALBANY, March 9.—Erastus Dow Pal- 
mer, the sculptor, died at his home in this 
city to-day of old age. 

Mr. Palmer was born in Pompey, Onon- 
daga County. April 2, 1817. He is survived by 
his wife, who was Miss Mary Jane Seaman; 
a son, and four daughters. 

Mr. Palmer was one of the pioneers of 
American sculpture. Among his most no- 
table works are the statues of Chancellor 
Robert R. Livingston in the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington and the Court 
of Appeals at Albany, and “ The Angel at 
the Sepulchre,’’ in a local cemetery. 

When a boy Mr. Palmer learned the car- 
penter and joiner’s trade, which he followed 


until he was twenty-nine years old. He 
married while working at it. The chance 
sight of a cameo portrait led him to execute 
a head of his wife on a bit of shell with 
tools that he made from a file. For two 
years he confined his talents to the cutting 
of cameo portraits. 

He found that this was hurting his eyes, 
and in 1849 he modeled an ideal bust, “* The 
Infant Ceres,” from one of his own children. 
This was hus first work in marble, and it 
won him instant recognition. His other 
works followed in rapid erder. 


LORD AUGUSTUS LOFTUS DEAD. 


Author of Well-Known Memoirs Held 
Various Important Posts. 


LONDON, March 9.—Lord Augustus Loft- 
us, ex-Ambassador at Berlin and St. Pe- 
tersburg, is dead. 


In these days Lord Augustus Loftus is 
best known as the author of some of the 
most fascinating diplomatic memoirs ever 
published, but to any one who has read 


those memoirs it is apparent that he must 
at one time have played a great part in 
international relations. 

As a matter of fact, when he retired 
after nearly fifty years’ service, he had 
held some of the most important posts in 
the British diplomatie service. He had been 
Ambassador at Berlin and at St. Peters- 
burg, and he was Great Britain’s Ambassa- 
dor to the North German Confederation in 
the troubled period from 1868 to 1871. 

Lord Augustus was born in 1817. He en- 
tered the diplomatic service in 1837. He 
was appointed Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg in 1871, and eight years later he be- 
came Governor of New South Wales, It 
was the first instance of an Ambassador 
accepting such a position. He remained at 
Sydney for six years, 


CHARLES E. LANGHAM DEAD. 


Father of German Ambassador’s Wife 
Passes Away in California. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 9.—A dispatch 
received to-day announces the death &t Epi- 
wanido, Cal., of Charles Edward Langham, 
father of the Baroness von Sternburg. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Baron von 
Sternburg, the German Ambassador, on re- 


ceipt of the news cabled the fact to Mrs. 
Langham and Miss Violet Langham, who 
are spending the Winter in Southern Italy. 

The Ambassadress at first decided to 
leave on the evening train for the Pacific 
Coast, but her illness will probably prevent 
her taking the trip. 

Miss Ivy Lasgnee. whose eogaipenen’ to 
Lieut. Commander de Faramond, Naval At- 
taché of the French Embassy, has just been 
announced, is spending the Winter here 
with her sister. 

The announcement is made that the Am- 
bassadress and her sister have canceled ali 
their social engagements. The President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt and the Japanese Min- 
ister were among the first to offer their 
condolence. 


DEATH LIST OF | A DAY. 


Gen. Henry Boynton. 

AUGUSTA, Me., March 9.—Gen. Henry 
Boynton died in this city to-day from 
heart disease. 

Gen. Boynton was born in Monmouth 
seventy-three years ago. He received his 
education in the common schools, and 
when little more than a boy went to Cali- 
fornia> From California he journeyed back 


to Kansas, where he settled and studied 
law. He was admitted to the bar in 1860, 

He raised a company during the Kansas 
border troubles, and in the battle of Big 
Springs received a sabre wound on his fore- 
head which left a sear he carried to the 
end of his life He remained in Kansas 
until 1861, when he came East. 

Five days after the firing of the first gun 
in the civil war he had organized a com- 
pany of men to march to the defense of the 
Union. A second company was raised by 
him. He went to the front as Captain of 
Company D, Eighth Maine, and participat- 
ed in a number of battles. He was shot 
through the body at the battle of Dewey's 
Bluff. His bravery at that engagement 
won him his brevet as Brigadier General. 

Gen. Boynton was a member of the State 
Senate in 1866-7, and was United States 
Pension Agent in this city from 1867 to 
1872. In 1881 and again in 1886 he made 
trips abroad for the purpose of gathering 
material for his book ** The World's Great- 
est Ccnflict.’’ 


Marx Rothschild. 


Marx Rothschild, a retired shirt manu- 
facturer and former member of the firm of 
Rothschild Brothers & Gutmann, now the 
V. Henry Rothschild Company, died at the 
home of his brother, V. Henry Rothschild, 
4 Bast Sixty-seventh Street, yesterday 
morning from apoplexy, with which he was 
stricken at the Progress Club Tuesday 
evening.

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CHILD LABOR BILL HEARING. 


Measure Before New Jersey Legislators 
—Bills Passed. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 9.—The House, 
by a vote of 11 to 38, to-day defeated the 
bill of Assemblyman Robbins to permit 
farmers to shoot robins found destroying 
their fruit. These bills were passed: Re- 
quiring employers in factories and stores 
to furnish @eats for women employes when 
the latter are not engaged in work. Pro- 
viding that the revenues on the collateral 
inheritance tax shal] go to the county, of 
which the deceased were citizens, and not 
to the State. Requiring plumbers to be 
licensed. The House adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 

In the Senate these bills were passed: 
Permitting Paterson to perfect liens on 
property for taxes due where the city rec- 
ords were destroyed by fire; providing that 
insurance companies, incorporations § of 
other States, shall pay the same taxes in 
New Jersey that New Jersey corporations 
are required to pay in other States; pro- 
viding a penalty of one year for violating 
the child labor law; making it a misdemean- 
or for a husband or father to desert his 
wife or children. 

The Senate shortened its afternoon ses- 
sion in order to give the Committee on 
Labor and Industries an opportunity ‘to 
have a hearing on the Child Labor bill. 
This bill revises the present laws relating 
to the employment of children in factories 
and in other ways regulates factories and 
mills so far as their employes are con- 
cefned. 

John T. Swayze, private secretary to Gov. 
Murphy, appeared before the committee and 
explained the bill, which represents the 
Governor's views on the subject of child 
labor and factory and workshop inspection. 
Representatives from the glass blowing 
concerns in Southern New Jersey appeared 
before the committee and objected to that 
feature which makes sixteen years the min- 
imum age for the employment of children 
in factories. 

It was explained that in the glass blowing 
shops of Southern New Jersey hundreds of 
children are employed under that age, and 
that the measure would greatly hamper 
these industries. It was suggested that the 
minimum age be placed at fourteen years. 

Hugh Fox of the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians spoke in favor of the 
bill. Representatives of a number of labor 
unions who were present did not get a 
chance to be heard, The committee ad-

SILK TRADE STATISTICS. 


Amount of Imports During Six Months 
Ended Jan. 31 Compiled. 


Raw silk statistics for the season from 
July 1, 1903, to Jan, 31, 1904, were given 
out yesterday by the Silk Association of 
America. In this period the exports from 
Milan to America amounted to. 4,095 bales, 
each bale weighing 100 kilograms. 

Available stocks of raw and thrown silk 
in Burope of Jan. 31 were 1,223,255 kilo- 
grams, Yokohama sent to America during 
this period 84,718 picul bales, each of 183 1-3 
pounds, and its total visible supply was 
68,278 bales. There were 40,707 picul bales 
of waste silk and cocoons. Canton ship- 
ments to America aggregated 7,708 catty 
bales, each of 106 2-8 pounds. 

The total visible supply was 36,197 catty 
bales. There were 23,129 bales of waste 
silk, also 3,869 pounds of cocoons, which 
were sent to Europe and America. Shang- 
hai’s shipments to America were 7,174 
bales, some catty and others picul. The 
total visible supply at Shanghai on Jan. 31 
was 58,678 bales. There were 65,360 bales 
of waste silk and cocoons, No increase in 
shipments to America resulting from the 
war is. shown by a comparison of these 
figures with those of other years. 

The association also issued yesterday a 
statement of dutiable silk imports in the 
customs districts of New York, Philade!- 
phia, Boston, Hartford, Fairfield, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, and San Francisco for the last 
three months of 1903. The total foreign 
invoice value was $8,489,058, as compared 


with $7,238,956 in the corresponding period 
of the year before. Of the total $1, 872,564 
was the valtiation of piece foods, paying 
specific duties; $1,901,465 of piece goods 
paying 50 per cent. ad valorem duty. Most 
of the other goods were taxed from 50 to 
60 per cent. 


SHAW’S RULES UNDER FIRE. 


Government Forced to Ask That Cases 
Be Suspended a Second Time. 


Secretary Shaw's new rules for the gov- 
ernment of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers were under fire again 
yesterday when the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company demanded immediate trial 
on sixty cases involving the polariscopic 
test of sugar, which is now in the courts, 

The cases are part of several thousand 
which were on the suspended files and 
which were taken down in accordance with 
the new regulations. The question at issue 
is now before the Court of Appeals on ap- 
peal by the Government, and if the board 
had decided the cases, as it must have 
done, in accordance with the decision of 
the Cireuit Court, it must have ruled 


against the Government. The result was 
that F,. J. Webster, counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, was forced to ask that the cases 
be suspended again.

Upon the call of Mayor Mark M. Fagan 
of Jersey City several New Jersey Mayors 
met at his office in the City Hall yes- 
terday to: take steps to keep up an agi- 
tacion for equal taxation till a law com- 
pelling the railroads to pay the same rate 
of taxes with the adjoining property owners 
had been passed. Those who attended the 
conference were Mayors Platt of ._Engle- 
wood, Murphy of West New York, Brady 
of Bayonne, Kenny of East Newark, Ryan 
of Elizabeth, Terrell of Rahway, Lanker- 
ing of Hoboken, and Bayliss of Arlington. 
Letters from the Mayors of several other 
cities regretted their inability to attend, 
but expressed their sympathy with the ob- 
ject and promised to attend future meet- 
ings. 

Mayor Fagan, who was chosen temporary 
Chairman, made a brief speech setting 
forth the object of the organization. 

“It is necessary,”’ said he, ‘‘ in my*opin- 
ion, to secure an organization of the May- 
ors of all municipalities in the State to 
make a campaign of education on the rail- 
road tax question, and, that’ the people 
may be enlightened, we should hold a se- 
ries of mass meetings throughout the State. 
United» the people can secure a law which 
the railroads will be compelled to respect. 
As an illustration.of the eyils of the pres- 
ent system I may say that while the pri- 
vate owner is compelled to pay $27.50 for 
every $1,000 ratables the railroad c@mpanies 
pay only $5 for every $1,000.” 

Mayor Kenny said that equal taxation 
Was a serious question in East Newark. 
The people wanted many street improve- 
ments and new schools, and they ‘could 
only be secured by an increased tax rate. 

‘If the railroads can be compelled to 
pay their just proportion of the taxes,” he 
added, ‘‘ all the improvements needed could 
be secured and-the tax rate reduced, Or- 
ganization will make us a power that the 
railroads cannot resist.’’ 

Mayor Lankering of Hoboken said that 
railroad property was greatly undervalued. 
“Twenty years ago,’’ he concluded, “ the 
railroad property in our town was rated at 
$1,220,000. The value of all other property 
has increased, but if railroad officials 
are to be believed the value of their prop- 
erty to-day is exactly what it was,ytwenty 
years ago, though their holdings have 
greatly enlarged."’ 

Mayors Kenny, Brady, and Lankering, 
and Mayor Fagan, ex-officio, were ap- 
roigted to formulate plans for permanent 
organization and an aggressive campaign. 
This committee will report at a meeting to 
be held in Jersey City next Wegnesday. 

Mayors Kenny, Brady, Lankering, Fagan, 
and Ryan were appointed a committee to 
wait on the Legislative Committee on 
Railroads and Canals and ascertain, if pos- 
sible, when the Equal Taxation bills in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Hammil will be 
released. The committee announced that 
it would go to ‘Trenton Monday night. 
Chairman Kenny also sgid that he would 


invite the Mayors of all municipalities in 
the State to accompany them,

BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Ex-Superintendent Gives Reasons 
‘for Declining Jury Service. 


ACTION IN DARLINGTON CASE 


| Coroner and Inquest Body View the 


| 


Forty-sixth Street Ruins—Death 
List Now Twenty-one. 


Coroner Scholer selected a jury yesterday 
for thé inquest on the bodies of the victims 
of the Darlington Hotel collapse. After 
the jurvmen had viewed the ruins in Forty- 
Sixth Street, near Sixth Avenue, the Cor- 
oner dismissed them until 3 o’clock Mon- 
day, when the taking of testimony wiil be 
started in the West Side Court. The jury 


is as follows: deeciis

Considerable difficulty attended the 
choosing of the jury. Seventeen representa- 
tive men in various building trades had 
been summoned, and Coroner Scholer hoped 
to find a dozen who would serve, but finally 
decided. to proceed with the lesser number. 

“The next time I have an important in- 
quest like this I'll call 100 talesmen,” he 
said. The others called, five of whom made 
no response, were! Cyrus L. W. Eijdlitz, 
architect, 347 West Eighty-sixth Street; 
Cornelius W. Luyster, builder, 139 West 
Ninety-second Street; James M. A. Dar- 
rach, architect and engineer, 1,133 Broad- 
way; Stevenson Constable, architect and 
ex-Superintendent of the Bureau of Build- 
ings; George B. Post, architect, 33 East 
Seventeenth Street; James H. Hunt, archi- 
tect, 28 East -Twenty-first Street; John F. 
O’ Rourke, engineer, 8 West Fiftieth Street; 
James A. Farley, builder, Windsor Arcade, 
and James R. Waterlow, real estate, Sixth 
Avenue and Fiftieth Street. ; 

Mr. Pfotenhauer informed Coroner Scho- 
ler that he had the contract for the brick 
work on the Darlington, but was willing to 


serve. 

Mr. Constable, who declined to serve, said: 

“T am prejudiced against the Bureau of 
Buildings, and I mean to write an article 
exposing its methods. It is rotten, and I 
could not give a fair decision in regard to 
any of its contentions.” 

Coroner Scholer and the jury were met 
at the scene of the disaster by Lieut. Wal- 


ter Gargan of Engine 56, who was one of 
the first to reach the fallen structure. He 
said that he saw no steam about the ruins 
except a little which was escaping from a 
leak in a pipe, and was positive that there 
could have been no explosion, which was 
the first theory advanced as the reason for 
the collapse. 

John K, Peek, Building Inspector, gave a 
brief general description of the structure, 
and James P. Whiskeman, civil engineer of 
the Bureau of Buildings, discussed the 
theory advanced by A. J. Patterson, owner 
of the hotel in Forty-seventh Street, imme- 
diately in ‘the rear, where Mrs. Stofrs was 
killed, to the effect that the Darlington 
had been built, in part at least, upon quick- 
sand. Mr. Whiskeman said he was satis- 
fied that there was no ground for this be- 
lief, and said that to cenvince himself he 
had caused a column at the southeast cor- 
ner of the Darlington plot to be pulled up, 
—— the foundation was found firm and 
solid. 

Coroner Scholer and the jury went down 
amid the débris, which still occupies a 
large part of the excavation. although a 
powerful hoisting engine has been con- 
stantly at work upon it ever since the day 
following the disaster. They devoted rather 
more time to material scattered about the 
street waiting to be removed. One of the 
jurors remarked that the grain of a certain 
column seemed to be good, and that the 
bolts had held, though the bottom flanges 
pulled out. 

‘Gentlemen, I must warn you against 
expressing any opinion in regard to this 
case,’’ said the Coroner, who then, led the 
Way around the block to the Patterson 
Hotel, where the jury viewed the ruins 
from the.windows of a rear suite on. the 
second floor. 

Coroner Scholer said he had been as yet 
unable to find Schwandtner, who was the 
practical man of the contracting firm.

GOFF’S CLIENT CONFESSES. 


Recorder Agrees That Man He Helped 
Must Be Crazy. 


Recorder Goff was not only amused but 
astounded yesterday when a prisoner for 
whom he had acted as counsel took the 
witness. stand. and confessed his guilt. 
The case in which this peculiar incident 
occurred was that of Siev Rief, the Bowery 
shawl peddler who was tried on a charge 
of smashing a window in a Bowery jew- 
elry shop and stealing three imported 
clocks. 

The Recorder on Tuesday acted as coun- 
sel for Rief because he could not find a 
lawyer to assign to the case. While acting 
as counsel the Recorder upheld his repu- 
tation as a skilled cross-examiner, and suc- 
ceeded in. proving by the witnesses for the 
prosecution that they had no evidence on 
which Rief could be convicted. 

Yesterday when the trial was resumed 
the Recorder assigned Charles Le Barbier 
to continue the defense of Rief. 

The new- counsel made a motion to dis- 
miss the indictment against Rief on the 
ground that the prosecution had failed to 
prove its case, adding that Rief had only 
been in the United States five months, and 
was entirely innocent of the charge against 
him. The Recorder denied the motion to 
dismiss, and then Mr. Le Barbier asked 
that an. interpreter be called, as he in- 


teuded to put Rief on the stand, who, he 
thought, could not speak English. 

o you understand English?" asked 
cotinsel, addressing Rief. 

“ Certainly I do,” replied the defendant, 
much to the amazement of counsel. 

“Did you throw this brick through that 

window?” asked the lawyer, expecting the 
defendant promptly to deny the charge. 
- Why, certainly I did,”” answered Rief. 
‘But there were two other men with me. 
I stole but two of the clocks. One of the 
other men_stole the third, which was the 
bést one. I don’t know why I did it.” 

“There seems to be some doubt as to 
this man’s sanity,” remarked Assistant 
District Attorney Clarke. ‘I think we 
ought to suspend proceedings until he can 
be examined.” 

“I think so, Le 
Barbier. 

“Tll have to agree with you, 
men,’’ added the Recorder. 


NEW TRIAL FOR COHN. 


Verdict Against A. S. Rosenthal’s Part- 
ner Set Aside—Browne Sentenced. 


A new trial was granted yesterday by 
Judge Thomas, in the United States Circuit 
Court, to Martin L. Cohn, junior partner of 
the silk firm of A. S. Rosenthal & Co., 
convicted recently, together with Charles 
C. Browne, formerly an examiner of silk 
in the Appraisér’'s Stores, of conspiracy to 
defraud the Government. 

Judge Thomas at the same time denied 
the motion on behalf of Browne and sen- 
tenced him to two years’ imprisonment in 
Sing Sing Prison. In his opinion, which 
was very lengthy, Judge Thomas said: 

“The evidence shows that Cohn had no 
specific connection with a single act, fact, 
or circumstance relating to the purchase, 
invoicing, shipping, or importation of the 
goods into this country, that his brief con- 
nection with the firm of A. 8S. Rosenthal & 
Co., and relative duties in connection with 
its business, do not justify an inference 
that he had obtained knowledge of the 
fraud. Hence it must be concluded that 
there is not sufficient evidence to support 
the verdict as to him. 

“Cohn is granted a new trial because no 
cause of action was proved against him, 
and the indictment should have been dis- 
missed as to him by the court.” 

Cohn’s bail of $30,000 was renewed, and 
Browne furnished $12,500 bai] pending an 
appeal to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, 

The bondsmen of A. S. Rosenthal, who 
failed to appear for trial, deposited a cer- 
tified check for $30,000, the amount of his 
bond, with the United States District At- 
torney yesterday. 

W. Wickham Smith, the Special Assistant 
Attorney General who prosecuted the 
eases, declared that he would advise 
against trying Cohn again, unless further 
evidence were secured against him. 


JERSEY CITY’S GAS WAR. 


Mayor Takes Summary Action When 
Darkness Is Threatened. 


It was feared in the Lafayette district of 
Jersey City yesterday that when night 
came on sections of several streets would 
be unlighted in consequence of a war be- 
tween two rival gas Companies, the Hudson 
County branch of the Public Service Cor- 
poration and the American Lighting Com- 
pany of Baltimore, but the trouble was 
averted by the prompt action of Mayor 
Fagan, who instructed the police to see 
that the lamps were lighted and kept light- 
ed, no matter what objections either com- 
pany might make. As a consequence the 
lamps twinkled as usual. 

The trouble began several weeks ago, 
when the American Lighting Company un- 
derbid the Public Service Corporation and 
obtained the contract. Many persons won- 
dered how this could be, since the Balti- 
more company had no gas mains in Jersey 
City, and must necessarily purchase its 
gas from its rival; yet in face of this fact 
the Baltimore company offered to furnish 
gas at 3 cents per lamp less than the city 


had been paying. When the new company 
began substituting new burners for the old 
ones the Public Service Corporation sent 
out men_to disconnect the lamps from the 
mains. This was stopped on Saturday by 
an injunction granted by Justice Bradford 
of Wilmington, Del. 

The Baltimore company went on chang- 
ing the burners until yesterday, when its 
officers were served with an injunction 
as by Vice Chancellor Pitney forbid- 

ing men to change any more burners and 
requiring them to abstain from using the 
Public ervice gas until each lamp is 
equipped with a metre that will show the 
amount of s consumed, which metres 
must be of the same kind that the Public 
Service Corpcration uses. This injunction 
Was accempanied by a rule to show cause 
in Chancery Chambers, Jersey City, on 
Monday next, until which time the gas 
fight wiil be postponed. 


IRON GIRDER RAMS A SCHOOL. 


Another Runaway There Last Week 
Destroyed a- Lamppost. 


While running away yesterday afternoon 
a horse attached to a delivery wagon 
owned by S. P. Pearson & Son of 74 Mon- 
roe Street, loaded with an iron girder about 
twenty feet long, ran up on the sidewalk at 
Market and Monroe Streets and dashed 
into the building of Public School No. 177. 
The girder being too long for the wagon, 
the tailboard had been taken down and one 
.end of the girder was propped up by the 
Seat in front, and extended beyond it about 
five feet. 

The end of the girder struck an iron win- 
dow casing on the schoo] building, about 
ten feet above the sidewalk, tore out the 
casing and part of, the stone coping, and 
the shock jarred out all of the panes of 
glass. The horse fell, but did not come in 
cogtact with the building, being stopped 
by the girder. 

The children In the school were about to 
be dismissed when the accident occurred. 


They did not know of it until after they 
had been dismissed, and there was no ex- 
citement. The wagon was driven by Isidor 
Goldstein of 69 Cannon Street, who was 
thrown out but was unhurt. Had the acci- 
dent beppened five minutes later there 
— undoubtedly have been some casual- 
ties. 

On Tuesday a rypewey horse dashed into 
a lamppost in front of the school and broke 
it off at the ground. This lamppost would 
have been directly in the path taken by yes- 
terday’s runaway when he dashed up on 
the sidewalk.

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COUPLING HEADINGS OF | 


NORTH RIVER TUNNEL 


Several Days Before Tube to New 
Jersey Can Be Opened. 


WHAT REMAINS TO BE DONE 


No Car Service Till the Second Tube 
Shall Have Been Completed, Prob- 
ably a Year Hence. 


While the north tube of the Hudson Riv- 
er tunnel, from Morton Street, New York, 
to Fourteenth and Henderson Streets, Jer- 
sey City, is practically completed, there re- 
mained yesterday about three feet of silt 
and sand between the shield face advancing 
from Jersey City and the bulkhead of ma- 
sonry and timber built at the end of the 
New York boring, which extends 180 feet 
west of the bulkhead at Morton Street, 
President W. G. McAdoo of the New York 
and New Jersey Railroad Company declined 
yesterday to talk of the consummation of 
the vast engineering project, but he issued 
this statement: 

The two headings, one from New Jersey and the 
other from New York, are now very close to each 
other, but even after they meet, it will be some 
days ‘before they can be actually coupled up, 90 
that it will be possible to pass from one side of 
the river to the other. When this has been ac- 
complished, official announcement of the fact 
wil] be made to the press. 

The general public idea that two corps 
of tunnelers are approaching each other 
from New York and New Jersey is wrong. 
The short tunnel from Morton Street was 
sealed with a solid bulkhead at its western 
limit years ago. The tunneling from New 
Jersey has been gradually approaching. it. 
When the shield gets up to the bulkhead 
it will be necessary to ‘couple’? the two 
headings and to take the boring shield to 
New Jersey, and the materials of the Mor- 
ton Street heading to New York before it 
will be possible to cross under the river 
either way. The headings coupled, the 
north tube will be 5,600 feet long from east 
to west under the river. The work of com- 
pleting the tube is done by a force of 400 
men working in shifts of twenty men. 

At the completion of the north tube work 
will be begun at once on the south tube by 
tunnelers advancing both from New Jersey 
and New York. It is planned to complete 
this tube and the approaches in New York 
and Jersey City by April 1, 1905. The tubes 
will be operated for passenger and other 
service as is the elevated railway, and as 
will be the subway rapid transit service, 
but no cars will be run in the north tube 
until the south tube is completed. At pres- 
ent the plant at the foot of Morton Street 
is utilized to bore a continuation of: the 
north tube to the terminal in Hudson 
Street, or Eighth Avenue, between Tenth 


and Christopher Streets. When the opera- 
tions begin on the south tube, of which 
1,600 feet has been bored from Jersey City, 
it will furnish power for boring and re- 
moving material from the New York end. 


When the two tubes are completed it is 


not unlikely that the New York terminal 
may be extended to Sixth Avenue, and 
thence north to Thirty-third Street, the 
shopping, theatre, and hotel district. 


FOR METROPOLITAN SUBWAY. 


West Side Rapid Transit Assocation 
Favors New Tunnel Pian. 


By unanimous vote the West Side Rapid 
Transit Association passed-a resolution last 
night at a meeting in the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel directing their: Executive Committee 
to urge the adoption by the local Rapid 
Transit Association of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway’s plan for a subway to be 
operated in connection with the surface 
roads with one far fer a trip to any part of 
of Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Ex-District Attorney William K. Olcott, 
who was appointed temporary Chairman in 
the absence of Dr. Adolph Rupp, the regu- 
lar Chairman, presided. The resolution 
will be presented to-day at the public hear- 
ing of the Rapid Transit Commission at 


320 Broadway, when the two plans of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company and 
the Metropolitan interests will be presented 
before the commission. 

Ex-Park Commissioner Samuel McMillan 
proposed an amendment requiring that the 

etropolitan should extend its system of 
transfers to the city limits at Yonkers in- 
stead of stopping at Harlem Bridge. With 
this amendment the resolution was passed. 


REPORT ON TERMINAL PLANS. 


Chief Engjneer Nichols-Gives Paper Fa- 
voring Commissioner Best’s Design. 


Figures and arguments by Chief Engineer 
Cc. F. Nichols of the Department of Bridges 
in favor of Commissioner Best's plan for 
bridge terminals and a connecting elevated 
railroad through and over private property 
as favored by Mayor McClellan will be laid 
before the Rapid Transit Commission this 
afternoon, 

The cost Mr. Nichols estimates at $12,- 
500,000, and sayg,that a measure of relief 
will be afforded at the Manhattan end of 
the Brooklyn Bridge within six months, and 
that the railroad can be running within a 
year after the real estate is secured. The 
Martir. - he opposes, although he finds 
it would cost only $3,000,000. r. Nichols 
declares that the plan of the commission's 
Committee on Scope and Plans for a four- 
track subway between the bridges, while 
costing, according to his estimate, $5,500,- 
000, would in a very short time prove inad- 
equate for the traffic of all three bridges, 
while the Best plan would meet the re- 

uirements for all time. As an offset to 
the great cost of the Best plan he estimates 
that the terminal building provided for 
would yield a revenue in office rentals 
equal to 4% per cent. on $9,000,000 in addi- 
tion to such rental as the wy, operat- 
ing the connecting railroad should be re- 
quired to pay.

0. S. STRAUS EULOGIZES HANNA 


Civic Federation Would Avert Lithog- 
raphers’ Trouble. 


The annual meeting of the New York 
Civic Federation was held yesterday in the 
rdoms of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, Oscar 8S. Straus, presiding. The 
following general board of officers was 
elected: Charles A. Moore of Manning, 
Maxweil & Moore, President; William H. 
Farley of the Tile Layers’ Union, First 
Vice President; Everet Macy, capital- 
ist, Second Vice President; James P. 
Archibald of the Brotherhood of Painters, 
Secretary, and Cornelius N. Bliss, Treas- 
urer. A new general committee, represent- 
ing employers, employes, and the public, 
was elected. Most of its members were re- 
elected. 

Oscar 8. Straus in calling the meeting to 

order made this reference to the death of 
Senator Hanna, in which he said: 
_ “In the death of Senator Hanna the Civic 
Fedération, both National and local, has lost 
a stanch friend. His breadth of view, 
grasp of all industrial matters, and quick 
sympathy with all real grievances is 
known to us all. He was firmly convinced 
that only by cordial and frank relations 
between employers and employes could in- 
dustrial peace be maintained, and believed 
implicitly that the time was coming when 
the strikes and lock-outs of the past would 
be abolished and succeeded by arbitration 
of all labor disputes.”’ 

There was a desultory talk about impend- 
ing trcuble between the Employing Lithog- 


raphers’ Association and the_ unions 
throughout’ the pommaey A. Beverley 
Smith, manager of the Employing Lithog- 
raphers’ Association, East, is a member of 
the Civic Federation, as are also some of 
the. officers of the union. It was_ stated 
that a com mittee would be appointed to try 
to avert the impending strike or lock-out of 


the lithographers. 


MAY END BRICKLAYERS’ MIX-UP. 


Strike of Their Laborers May Be Settled 
in a Joint Conference. 


The strike of the bricklayers’ laborers 
against what they call the ten-hour work- 
day assumed a new phase yesterday. The 
bricklayers’ unions take the stand that tne 
Mason, Builders’ Association should have 
considered them before they precipitated a 
strike of laborers, which threw out of work 
several thousand bricklayers who had no 
quarrel with the employers. 

The Manhattan Borough Council of the 
bricklayers’ unions some time ago passed 
a formal resolution against the bricklayers 
working with non-union laborers. This is 
the first test, and, though. the bricklayers 
under. the arbitration agreement did not 
pledge themselves to work with union lIa- 
borers only, they do not like to work with 
non-union men. 

At,a meeting of the Joint Arbitration 
Board of the bricklayers’ unions and the 
Mason Builders’ Association late on Tues- 
day night a committee was appointed to 
meet representatives of the laborers at 
noon to-day, and try to effect a settlement. 


The strike was still in force yesterday. 
At the Barclay Building, Broadway and 
Duane Street, not a man was working. 
Even the Italian laborers had struck. This 
was the case at a number of other build- 
ings. The general idea yesterday was that 
the whole trouble will be settled at the 
conference between the representatives of 
the laborers and the employers. 


PREVENTS A SUBWAY STRIKE. 


Contractor McDonald Returns § and 


Takes a Stand Against Delays. 


The return of General Contractor John 
B. McDonald from the South this week has 
led to the avoidance of the threatened new 
strike on the subway. With the subway so 
near completion as it is now, the original 
sub-contractors forming the Rapid Transit 
Contractors’ Association do not intend to 
let any reasonable demand be unheeded, 
even though it be on work which they have 
sublet. 

The trouble of the pipe calkers and tap- 
pers at Lenox Avenue and One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street, where Norton & 
Dalton are the employers, was practically 
settled yesterday. The original sub-con- 
tractors, Farrell, Hopper & Co,, sublet part 
of the work to John C. Rodgers, who in 
turn sublet part of it to Norton & Dalton, 
who employ non-union men, according to 
the Pipe Calkers and Tappers’ Union. Un- 


less they employ union men, it wes stated 
at Mr. ‘McDonald's office, their contract 


will be canceled. 
The other complaint was that of the 


teamsters, who charge that Reynolds & 
Drennan are employing non-union men. 
The understanding was that they were to 
employ only union men, and the firm was 
notified yesterday that this condition would 


be insisted on. 


O'BRIEN AND HIS TOOTH. 


Coal Shoveler Has an Experience with 
Gas in a Dentist’s Office. 


Edward J. O’Brien, a railroad coal shov- 
eler, was complainant yesterday in the 
West Side Court against Dr. Aldis, a den- 
tist of 905 Eighth Avenue. O’Brien told 
Magistrate Cornell that he went to Aldis’s 
place to get a tooth fixed and took a large 
quantity of gas, but it had no effect on 
him. He tried to leave the office, and 
Aldigs demanded pay for the useless gas 
and retained -his hat. 

The dentist explained that he had used 
gas worth $1.50 on O’Brien, and consid- 
ered that he ought to be paid for it, as

Says Owner of the Yacht Vim Author- 
ized a Proper Burial. 


“For embalming and burying the body of 
Miss Agnes Fenton—$1,080,"" is the sub- 
stance of a bill against Victor R. Stowe 
which William J. Daregon, an undertaker 
of 954 Amsterdam Avenue, is seeking to re- 
cover by an action which he has brought 
in the Supreme Court.

Daregon says he believes Stowe came 
from Martinsburg Mo.; lived in this city for 
a couple of years, and is now in New Or- 
leans. ‘The undertaker says, also, that the 
defendant owns the yacht Vim, anchored 
off South Brooklyn,.and some personal 
roperty at 148° West One Hundred and 
hird Street.
